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THE PRODIGAL 
SON RETURNS 


The days in office are dwindling down to 
a precious few for US Representative Brian 
J. Donnelly, of Dorchester, who’s retiring 
at age 46 after seven terms in Congress. 

At a private Parkman House gathering 
this week prior to Mayor Ray Flynn’s an- 
nual holiday party, Flynn, Supreme Judi- 
cial Court clerk Richie Rouse, and a gag- 
gle of other Boston political notables wel- 
comed Donnelly home with beer and 
cherrystones. “I’m looking forward to 
coming home, living in this great city 
again, and spending time with my kids,” 
said Donnelly. 

But the possibility that the youthful- 
looking Donnelly, a moderate populist 
somewhat in Flynn’s mold, might one day 
decide to put his ample campaign funds to 
use in local politics — a possible mayoral 
bid has been idly rumored — was obvi- 
ously on the minds of the party-goers. In 
the course of brief, gracious remarks to 
Donnelly, Flynn drew laughs from the City 
Hall crowd on hand when he said: “Brian, 
we're glad you’re coming home. At least I 
think we’re glad.” 

And given the ferocity with which Boston 
political turf is fought over and defended, 
there seemed every reason to read symbol- 
ism into Flynn’s welcoming gift to Donnel- 
ly: a hand-made shillelagh. Commented 
Donnelly: “I hope I won’t have to use this.”

RESPECTS 


Since the murder of former gang mem- 
ber Will Price last October, members of 
the Mattapan-based Blue Hill Chargers 
have steadily made their way to Oak Lawn 
Cemetery, in Roslindale, to pay respects to 
a friend who lost his life just as he was at- 
tempting to turn it around (see “No Way 
Out: The Life and Death of Will Price,” 
News, December 4). 

But the sometimes-risky trek across rival 
gang turf to the cemetery has proved dis- 
appointing to mourners: the only sign of 
Price is a hardening mound of dirt above 


his plot. His family was unable to afford a 
gravestone, and the laminated index card 
bearing his name in the site is gone. 

In the spirit of the season, however, that 
will soon change. The management at Oak 
Lawn Cemetery says it will donate and in- 
stall a bronze marker (priced at about 
$1000) on Price’s grave as a lasting tribute 
to a youth whose death has been a catalyst 
for change among his peers. 

“There have been a lot of people out to 
see his grave, and there’s no marker,” says 
Joe Kukas, Oak Lawn’s general manager. 
“I think it will help out a lot of people who 
are having a tough time with his death.” 

Since the cemetery opened three years 
ago, staff members have seen their share 
of street casualties — 68 victims of gang- 
related violence are buried there. And out 
of a sense of community responsibility, 
Kukas says, the donation to Price’s family 
is one of several attempts to help ease the 
grief of a war-torn community. 

The Reverend Helen Watkins, minister 
of Love Unlimited Outreach Ministries, in 
Roxbury, eulogized Price and, along with 
Price’s mother, has been instrumental in 
thwarting a Charger retaliatory strike 
against the gang believed to be responsible 
for Price’s death. The cemetery’s dona- 
tion, she says, will go a long way in show- 
ing support for the Chargers’ peaceful re- 
sponse to Price’s death and in helping 
them come to terms with it. 

“They were very upset by the fact that 
they couldn’t find where he was,” Watkins 
says. “I think this will really give them a 
good feeling.”

Saudi Arabia, a staunch US ally, plans 
to celebrate Jesus’ birthday today by lop- 
ping off the heads of two Christians, ac- 
cording to Amnesty International. The 
charges? Although Amnesty cautions that 
it is not aware of any official complaints 
against Oswaldo Magdangal, a Filipino ex- 
patriate, and Renato Posedio, about whom 
little is known, “there have been allega- 
tions that the two men were charged with 
blasphemy.” 

During the past two years, Amnesty re- 
ports, at least 316 Christians have been ar- 
rested “for the peaceful expression of their 
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religious beliefs.” 

In Saudi Arabia, apparently, the only 
good Christians (or Jews) are the ones 
who defend the Muslim kingdom against 
attack from Saddam Hussein.

EASING THE 


COST OF HIV 


_ People with HIV infection in Mas- 
sachusetts may be eligible for two pro- 
grams that ease the financial burdens of 
living with HIV disease. 

The HIV Drug Reimbursement Plan 
(HDRP), administered through the Com- 
munity Research Initiative of New Eng- 
land, provides free AIDS drugs to people 
who fall within HRDP’s income criteria. 
“We cover people who are not insured and 
people who have high co-payment costs,” 
says Joseph Montanez, the program’s co- 
ordinator. Among the 20 drugs covered 
are AZT, Acyclovir, ddI, ddC, Foscarnet, 
and Sulfadiazine — though some are not 
available for prophylaxis. 

Montanez says the application process is 
simple and the program is available to any- 
one with HIV, regardless of immigration 
status. “If you’re living in the community, 
you should have the same access as every- 
one else.”

(800) 228-2714. 

Families affected by HIV may be eligible 
to receive grants that help defray in-home 
child-care costs. The Child Care/Respite 
Care Fund, financed by the Ryan White 
CARE Act and administered through the 
Boston Pediatric AIDS Project at the Di- 
mock Community Health Center, offers 
stipends of $15 to $25 a day to relatives 
and family friends who provide child care. 
“We trust parents to chose the appropriate 
child care for their kids,” observes Ruthie 
Liberman, who coordinates the Fund. 
“The program helps parents feel they can 
keep their families together. 

“Sometimes we see kids who aren’t 
making it to school because the mornings 
are so difficult,” she notes. “The program 
can help bring people in to deal with that.” 
Already more than 40 Boston-area families 
are enrolled in the stipend program.

With that as the theme, we 
thought we’d view some of the 
major media events of 1992 
through three prisms — new 
news, old news, and that trusty 
old standard, no news.

So it was no surprise when Moyers featured 
the series’ authors, two-time Pulitzer Prize 
winners Donald Barlett and James Steele, 
on his somber and scholarly Listening to 
America series on PBS:

No one used new news as deftly as Ross 
Perot, the man who launched his candidacy 
on Larry King Live and later turned the 30- 
minute infomercial into an art form. 

But it was that bastion of old-news val- 
ues, CBS’s 60 Minutes, that took much of 
the steam out of his last-minute surge. The 
show’s scathing dissection of Perot’s “dirty 
tricks” charges against the Bush campaign 
more than made up for an earlier puff piece 
it had done on the Texan. 

Had it not been for the jug-eared billion- 
aire’s inability to keep his bizarre conspira- | 
cy theories to himself, he might also have 
pioneered the successful strategy of choos- 
ing to make no news.

One of the strangest new-news in- 
novations of the campaign season was 
the cross-species debate, with Homo 
Sapiens like George Bush and Dan 
Quayle squaring off against cartoon 
characters (Bart Simpson) or 
fictional anchorpersons (Mur- 
phy Brown). The real men got 
trounced in both cases. 

But it was very old news 
when Bush — in the waning 
days of a losing effort — re- 
verted to the whiny Spiro Ag- 
new press-bashing playbook, 
brandishing ANNOY THE ME- 
DIA: RE-ELECT BUSH bumper 
stickers and whipping up the 
faithful into such a frenzy that 
some Bush crowds began 
physically attacking reporters 
and cameramen. 

The Clinton campaign was 
smart enough to know that 
when it comes to conventions, 
no news is good news. The 
assembled press multitudes in 
New York bitterly griped that 
there was no conflict worthy 
of a good story at the Madison Square 
Garden lovefest. But that was fine for 
Dems determined to inter the image of 
a party being torn asunder by compet- 
ing special interests. 

s 

Although he could point to a few 
tattered news clips that contained the 
story, Paul Tsongas’s revelation that 
there had been a 1987 reappearance 
of his original cancer proved to be 
new news to most reporters who — 
in the aftermath of the cancer’s re- 
cent recurrence — were irked by 
what they viewed as an effort by 
Tsongas to mislead them about his 
health during the campaign. 

He called it “trial by tabloid” and 
“pillory by the press.” Congressman 
Nick Mavroules spent a season in hell 
after February 21 reports by Channel 
5 and the Beverly-Peabody Times 
opened the floodgates for damaging 
old news about extortion and influ- 
ence-peddling allegations that 
stretched back more than a decade. 

Now indicted and defeated, Mav- 
roules must take his sole consolation 
from a June press conference in 
which he loaded the room with sup- 
porters who hooted and hollered 
down his media inquisitors. “Maybe 
the press thinks they were sucker- 
punched,” said Mavroules aide Ellen 
Marlette of that event. “Now they 
know how it feels.” 

And Ray Flynn’s failure to land in 
the Clinton cabinet should have come 
as no news to clear-minded observers 
unswayed by feverish headlines in the 
Herald — 1S FLYNN IN? — and the 
Globe — MAYOR REPORTEDLY JOCKEY- 
ING FOR A RANGE OF CABINET POSTS.

The Boston Herald has been trying 
to make new news that could seri- 
ously damage John Silber’s political 
prospects by reporting that the attor- 
ney general is investigating whether 
the BU prez secretly profited from 
the sale of a BU-owned bio-tech firm. 

But the “Silber shocker” — so 
prominent in his 1990 gubernatorial 
campaign — is certainly old news, 
which is why no one is surprised to 
learn of Herr Doktor’s recent anti-gay 
tirade at a New York conference, first 
reported by Newsday and later by the 
Boston Globe. 

Meanwhile, Silber’s selection to re- 
place the plagiarizing Joachim Maitre 
as dean of the College of Communi- 
cation was a spit-and-polish guy, re- 
tired Navy rear admiral Brent Baker. 
That’s something of a strange choice 
to train young reporters, given Bak- 
er’s distaste for the journalistic “neu- 
tralism” of CNN and his years as a 
Navy flack making sure hungry Pen- 
tagon reporters got no news that 
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could undermine national security or 
Pentagon goals. Asked if he had a 
fondness for journalists, Baker blunt- 
ly replied, “I wouldn’t use the term 
‘fondness.’ ”

Officials of the Boston Globe Em- 
ployees Association — locked in an 
increasingly hostile contract dispute 
with management — said publisher 
Bill Taylor’s hard-line approach to 
negotiations was new news to them. 
In a mailing designed to galvanize the 
rank and file, they complained that 
“[h]e is not the ‘Bill’ of the family we 
knew, with its tradition of sensitivity 
and caring for employees.” 

The biggest news of the year on 
Morrissey Boulevard was the much- 
ballyhooed rehiring of Matt Storin, 
ostensibly to bring renewed energy to

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an enervated institution. Storin 
quickly made headlines by losing his 
cool with a Herald photographer who 
tricked him into holding up a Wingo 
card. But such displays of temper are 
old news given his longstanding rep- 
utation for flammability and the old 
war stories — such as the one about 
Storin chasing staffer Marvin Pave 
around with a baseball bat — that 
surfaced with word of his return. 

It’s also very old news for a pur- 
ported savior to fall short of unrea- 
sonable expectations on Morrissey 
Boulevard. “There hasn’t been such 
euphoria in the newsroom since 
{Michael] Janeway resigned,” said 
one Globie of Storin’s hire. Try living 
up to that one, Matt. 

And there were plenty of theories, 
but still no news about the Taylor 
family’s plans for their paper — which 
becomes theoretically vulnerable to a 
takeover when the two controlling 
ownership trusts dissolve in 1996. Ev- 
erything from friendly mergers with 
the Washington Post to expensive 
plans to take the paper private were 
bandied about as options. But the best 
guess is that the Taylors themselves 
are still groping for a battle plan. 
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Tina Brown went from her new 
nudes at Vanity Fair (the infamous 
Demi Moore pregnancy shot) to make 
new news as editor of a revamped 
New Yorker, complete with fresh writ- 
ers, hipper cover illustrations, and 
(horrors!) a feature on Princess Di- 
ana’s spiritual consultant. 

Yet the shocking story in the De- 
cember 14 New Yorker is really very 
old news. Sy Hersh reports that ac- 
cording to still-unreleased White 
House tapes, the old trickster himself, 
Richard Nixon, authorized E. 
Howard Hunt to plant McGovern- 
campaign material in Arthur Bremer’s 
apartment after he was arrested for 
the May 1972 shooting of George 
Wallace. Stories of Nixonian deceit 
and duplicity just won’t die. 

Speaking of the magazine world, 
the fall of Time Warner co-CEO Nick 
Nicholas earlier this year and the sub- 
sequent redesign of Time magazine 
came as no news to those aware of 
the malaise and morale problems in- 
side the stagnating house that Henry 
Luce built. The recent death of Time 
Warner chairman Steve Ross will 
likely create more turmoil for the gi- 
ant media conglomerate.

Fidelity Capital’s Community 
Newspaper Company came a step 
closer to amassing a new news em- 
pire when it purchased the Tab’s 14 
papers — pushing its holdings to 58 
weekly papers with a combined cir- 
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culation of 550,000 and gaining a 
major toehold around Boston and its 
western suburbs. 

One-time media recluse Billy Bulger 
had a big year, being featured in major 
GQ and Boston-magazine stories and 
as the subject of a friendly 60 Minutes 
piece. But despite the raging verticality 
debate — GQ listed him at 5-6, 
Boston mag at 5-8 — the old good- 
brother/bad-brother theme of these 
stories is tired old news around here. 

And it was really no news when the 
frequently petulant Mike Barnicle 
once again proved Globe manage- 
ment will kowtow to his every whim. 
After playing Hamlet on whether or 
not to take a buyout and leave Mor- 
rissey Boulevard, Barnicle opted in- 
stead for a paid leave of absence. 
Nice work if you can get it. 

“And as Vin Scully, the 
great baseball announcer 
would say about players go- 
ing on the injured reserve 
list: ‘Just list them as day- 
to-day,’ ” was how Barnicle 
signed off for the summer.

The New York Post dubbed 
it the KINKY SHRINK story. 
And the unprecedented pub- 
lic revelations about the un- 
conventional therapeutic re- 
lationship between Margaret 
Bean-Bayog and Harvard 
Medical School student Paul 
Lozano provided new news | 
to many voyeurs not previ- 
ously privy to the most inti- 
mate moments between psy- 
chiatrist and patient. 

Many observers, troubled 
that the press was having 
such a field day with sexual-abuse al- 
legations against a woman, think the 
story would have been old news if 
it had been a male doctor accused of 
sexual misconduct with a female 
patient. 

Bean-Bayog gave up her medical li- 
cense in September and recently 
agreed to pay the Lozano family $1 
million. But the issue was really decid- 
ed in the court of public opinion last 
March, when the Lozano family’s at- 
torney, Andrew Meyer, masterminded 
a successful press strategy by releasing 
a ream of juicy documents that was ir- 
resistible grist for the media mill. For 
the first few crucial days, reporters 
bought the evil-seductress-shrink an- 
gle hook, line, and sinker while Bean- 
Bayog and her allies were able to make 
no news of their own — constrained 
by patient/doctor confidentiality rules.

The only dramatic new news in the 
local broadcast industry came from the 
boonies of Newton, where New Eng- 
land Cable News launched the region’s 
first all-news channel with a prudent 
budget and modest expectations. 

Though the station earned positive 
reviews for bringing some new faces 
(like sportsyukster Mike Adams) to 
local audiences, the election-season 
line-up was clogged with such old- 
news standards as Michael Dukakis 
and the tax tag team of Barbara An- 
derson and Jim Braude. 

And the debut year ended on a sour 
note when the big December snow- 
storm generated practically no news 
from a station that needs just such a 
“plane hits the Pru” mega-event to 
establish itself as the local CNN.

The Boston-based Monitor Chan- 
nel, brainchild of Christian Scientist 
Jack Hoagland, was supposed to be a 
new news creation that would even- 
tually grow into an influential hybrid 
of PBS and CNN. 

But it’s old news when an ambi- 
tious media project becomes en- 
snared in a tug of war between 
church and state. As former World 
Monitor anchor John Hart noted in a 
Columbia Journalism Review story, 
“management tried to make this ac- 
tivity appear secular enough to satisfy 
our [the journalists’] consciences 
while at the same time assuring critics 
in the church that their religious mis- 
sion was being carried out. In the 
end, neither side bought it.” 

And in the end, awash in hundreds 
of millions of dollars in red ink, there 
was no news. The Monitor Channel 
— which had become home to legions 
of local broadcast journalists displaced 
by the media recession — went black, 
a spectacular failure. Q 
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Cooking) emphatically didn’t. Among the 
many expressions of his disengagement 
with voters was this memorable encounter 
with a female questioner during the Don- 
ahue-style debate in Richmond.

Howard Beale (the “mad prophet of the | 
airwaves” from the movie Network) evolved 
into an actual campaign, a great sucking 
sound was heard. Perot’s appearances, 
which he would be whisked to and from in 
a hermetically sealed limousine, and the 
revelation of his paranoia helped transform 
his phenomenon into a story about him, not 
a story about the voters — with politically 
fatal results. 

Hard facts were admissible and relevant 
only if they supported the voter’s unshake- 
able belief that the system didn’t care about 
his or her grievance. Anger spawned by 
economic fear was so palpable, even jour- 
nalists could sense it. Up against that, 
Bush’s protestations that recovery was 
around the corner were meaningless. Just 
before the election, 70 percent of those sur- 
veyed in a Wall Street Journal/NBC News 
poll thought the country was on the wrong 
economic track. That’s all the way down to 
32 percent in a recent poll. The optimism is 
welcome, but the huge swing — unsup- 
ported by any substantial economic facts — 
shows the volatility of the notice-me gloom- 
and-doomers. 

The worst of the recession was isolated in 
a few regions (including, unfortunately, 
ours), but between joblessness, the S&L fi- 
asco, and our embarrassing failures in for- 
eign-trade wars, no place was immune from 
voter disgust. And as that bile rose, it 
buoyed Clinton. 

The current signs of economic recovery 
come too late for the hapless Bush, who was 
throughout the year a study in abject confu- 
sion over why the public had grown sick of 
him. Those darn soundproof limousines! 

“I didn’t know the voters would hold dis- 
engagement to be that important,” says Al- 
manac of American Politics author Michael 
Barone. “You had to be appropriately sym- 
pathetic, shocked, or angry, depending on 
the issue and the feelings of the voters,” 
notes political consultant John Moffitt, for- 
mer chief secretary to Governor William 
Weld. “If you weren’t, you weren’t relevant. 
That was George Bush’s biggest problem.” 

By contrast, Clinton found early on that 
an extraordinarily personal, symbolically 
adroit effort such as the one he waged on 
the ground in New Hampshire, and on the 
bus and the airwaves later, could carry him 
through virtually anything. No amount of 
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fallout from his assorted campaign fibs and flip-flops (or 
from uglier moments such as Clinton’s disingenuous mau- 
mauing during the Florida primary of Paul Tsongas’s posi- 
tion on aid to Israel) could overcome the sense voters had 
that this guy gets it; he notices me. 

Clinton’s Reaganesque gift for self-effacement helped him 
immeasurably. Indeed, the power of the political mea culpa 
is a defining characteristic of notice-me politics. 

Senator Edward Kennedy’s year began amid the shambles 
of his nephew’s West Palm Beach rape trial and his own 
shaky ratings in home-state polls. By mid year, much of his 
political standing had been restored by a well-publicized new 
marriage and wave after wave of public appearances. The 
out-of-it, uncommunicative Teddy of 1991 held little appeal 
to notice-me voters. Teddy tending to his rounds, letting the 
rabble get a close-up look at his physical and emotional 
struggles, was a much more marketable commodity. 

A gracefully delivered mea culpa helped Weld avoid flak 
for a major goof on his income-tax returns, and Pink Floyd’s 
flair for self-parody has been his best weapon against 
charges of upper-class elitism. Voters seemed generally re- 
ceptive to incumbents’ groveling — it got Mavroules past 
the primary, and saved John Olver’s congressional seat after 
he’d been caught lying about his opponent.

Ken Reeves steps forward as a 
quiet but effective gay advocate

ambridge Mayor Ken 

Reeves can’t understand 

the fuss over his recent 

acknowledgement that 

he’s gay. “I essentially 
don’t agree that I just came out,” he says. 
“I’ve never kept it a secret.” 

Still, Reeves had never stated his sexual 
orientation as publicly and emphatically as 
he did on December 4, when he and Cam- 
bridge City Councilor Alice Wolf were 
honored at the Greater Boston Les- 
bian/Gay Political Alliance’s 11th Annual 
Recognition Dinner for leading the fight to 
pass the city’s domestic- 
partnership ordinance. 

After Wolf told the crowd 

she’s an “honorary lesbian,” 
Reeves took the podium 
and announced: “I’m not 
an honorary homosexual. 
I’m a real homosexual.” 

During an interview at 
Cambridge City Hall, 

Reeves sardonically eyes a 
bright pink flier about les- 
bian and gay youth that sits 
on top of his crowded desk 
and quips, “As you can see, 
I’ve been over here hiding 
from things gay.” He cites 
his involvement with the

Reeves, a lawyer who was elected to the 


| city council in 1989 and to the mayoralty

In fact, Reeves is one of the few gay 
elected officials who’s come out without 
being prompted either by scandal or by the 
press. 

Congressman Gerry Studds, for in- 
stance, acknowledged his homosexuality 
only after his affair with a congressional 
page came to light in 1983. Congressman 
Barney Frank came out by responding to a 
question from a Boston Globe reporter in 
May 1987. 

Although Reeves’s announcement was 
no great revelation, it was a significant 


| step. 


“It was an open secret. We all knew it,” 
says Sue Hyde, a member of the Cam- 
bridge Lavender Alliance. Hyde recalls that 


| at her group’s electoral-endorsement 
| meeting during the last election, Reeves 


answered a question about whether closet- 
ed public officials should come out by de- 
fending their right to privacy. “There’s a 
huge difference,” Hyde says, “between ev- 


| eryone knowing and Ken himself saying, 


‘l’m_ gay.” That’s. what-we were all waiting 


| for. Now he can take his rightful place in 
| history as Massachusetts’s first black may- 
| or, first gay mayor, and as the country’s 
| first black gay mayor.” 


Indeed, Reeves joins the mayors of 
Bunceton, Missouri, and of Santa Monica 
and Laguna Beach, California, as only the 
fourth openly gay mayor in the US. (As in 
Santa Monica and Laguna Beach, Cam- 
bridge’s mayor is chosen from among the 
city’s councilors. In Cambridge, much of 


| the administrative work is performed by a 


city manager hired by the council; the 
mayor’s post is largely ceremonial.) Of 76 
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openly gay elected officials nationwide, 
Reeves is the third African-American. 

The question now is what effect Reeves’s 
heightened public profile will have on the 
communities of which he is a part. 

Says Gary Daffin, an African-American 
Cambridge resident who co-chairs the 
Massachusetts Gay and Lesbian Political 
Caucus, “For people active in the gay-and- 
lesbian community, it might be difficult for 
us to see the greater impact [of Reeves’s 
coming out], because in a way, it’s old 
news. But for the world at large, to have 
an openly gay black man as the mayor of a 
major city in the state, it’s historic.” 

Reeves’s announcement lends visibility 
to gay men and lesbians of color, Daffin

contends: “His coming out is a real god- 
send to kids of color who are struggling | 
with their sexual orientation, because there 
are so few role models. It’s important for | 
kids of color to see people who are openly | 
gay who haven’t allowed the world’s 
racism and homophobia to destroy them.” 

And it’s not just to young people of col- 
or that Reeves’s openness is important. 
Wrote Jessica Byers, a white, openly les- 
bian Cambridge Rindge and Latin School 
senior, in a December 14 letter to the 
mayor: “Knowing about closeted adults in | 
the community is very frustrating to kids | 
dealing with coming out. When you came | 
out last Friday night it was like a wave of | 
hope.” Reeves says he’s received a hun- 
dred or so such letters from supporters, 
with only one or two messages of disgust. 

“Because he’s so accomplished, I think | 
it’s going to force the larger African- 
American community to embrace him as | 
an African-American gay man. That’s go- 
ing to be the bigger impact,” says Zachary 
Knight, an African-American gay man | 
from the South End who’s active on AIDS 
issues. 

Several straight members of the African- 
American community, however,:believe | 
Reeves’s coming out is a non-issue. “It’s | 
not like homosexuality is an unknown | 
quantity in the African-American commu- 
nity. It [Reeves’s announcement] won’t 
force anything other than a few column- 
inches of news,” says Louis Elisa, presi- 
dent of the Boston branch of the NAACP. 
Similarly, the Reverend Charles Stith, of 
Boston’s Union United Methodist Church, 
responded to a question about Reeves’s 
announcement by saying, “Who cares?” 

But it’s just this dismissiveness that’s an | 
issue, says Knight: “I think that’s very 
short-sighted. I think a lot of people in the 
African-American community try to do | 
what Elisa is trying to do: ignore it, which 
is part of the problem. The denial of gay | 
sexuality is some of the reason why AIDS

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ast winter, Spy magazine opened a Washington bureau 
with the expected agenda. Its arch, warts-and-all jour- 
nalism, heretofore largely limited to Hollywood and 
New York illuminati, would be brought to bear, just in 

time for the campaign, on national politicians. 
A few years back, as I read Spy’s unsparing dissec- 
tions of short-fingered vulgarian Donald Trump and 
i eal party invertebrate Jay McInerney, it crossed my mind 
that Washington could benefit from a few Spy treatments, that it 
would be good to see the Richard Darmans and Dick Cheneys held 
under the Spy lights until they started to melt. But as I read the invi- 
tation to the bureau’s grand opening just as the 1992 primary sea- 
son opened in New Hampshire, it seemed that Spy, for once, was 


behind the curve. Beating it to the sucker punch was — could it be? 


— the New York Times. 


It wasn’t Spy that first called Bill Clinton a “letter-sweater 
smoothie” — although it swiped the line a few months later. Hillary 


as “Lady Macbeth in a black preppy headband”? Spy wishes. That 
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Yankee and Mario Cuomo as the flesh-chomping Hannibal Lecter in 
The Silence of the Lambs — were conjured up by Times Washington 
correspondent Maureen Dowd. Her white-hot reporting on the front 
page of the Good Gray One is changing the standards of main- 
stream political journalism, for better and worse. 

“Welcome to the first presidential campaign with an air of Piran- 
dello,” Dowd wrote at the advent of Democratic primary season, “an 
absurdist adventure marked by ironic detachment, existential angst, 
black humor, and, believe it or not, a vow of celibacy.” 

The theater metaphor is not accidental. In an overpolled, focus- 
group age, Dowd’s great talent is to find fresh drama inthe political 
process. For instance, other reporters variously interpreted Paul 
Tsongas’s surge in the polls last winter as a mandate for deficit re- 


duction, voter attraction to unslick politicians, or an expression of 


dissatisfaction with other candidates. To Dowd, it was a scene 


and more — the images of Bush as the existential 


She’s funny frequently, sneering when necessary, 
earnest almost never — a combination that makes 
Dowd, according to Washingtonian magazine, 
“the most feared” Washington reporter. 

She’s also, hands down, the most imitated. 
Today’s campaign planes and buses are 
freighted with Dowd disciples: hyperliterate 
capital-W Writers with an eye for detail and 
an ear for the shuffling going on behind 
the curtain. 

The Washington Post’s David Von 
Drehle bluntly informs us that “minds 
reeled and eyes glazed” at yet another 
pneumatic Clinton speech. Later he 
compares Bush’ without a 
TelePrompTer to “a toddler lurching 
along the edge of a swimming pool.” 

Timesman Michael Specter doesn’t 
woodenly describe the strategy mem- 
os of sundry campaign consultants; he 











creeps inside the heads of “the political 
henchmen, the minders, and puppeteers who 
make their living by calling the Titanic the Love Boat.” 
If traditional election reportage seemed to fade right 
at the breakfast table, this year’s accounts of the or-

chestration of the photo-ops, the pomposity behind the 
circumstance, are sometimes as colorful and attitudi- 
nous as Pucci prints. 


Creeping Dowdism 

So why is the Creeping Dowdism in political report- 
ing starting to irritate me? Maybe it’s just jealousy — 
no one writes better, faster, or with a more twisted 


straight out of Butch Cassidy and the Sundance Kid: “The candidate - 
keeps plodding relentlessly along the trail, gaining ground, as the ) 
party leaders look over their shoulders with fear and grudging re- 


spect, wondering, ‘Who is that guy?’ ” 


imagination than Dowd. But maybe it’s 
also that, as Dowd might write, the 
strong spin might be the wrong spin. 
Forget the usual critic’s plaint that 
this reporting’s not objective — it’s 
not, but Dowd’s bile spreads fairly 
evenly across the political spectrum. 
Besides, just because the Times’s Robin 
Toner is more boring doesn’t mean she’s 
less biased. Rather, what’s unsettling is the 
dark vision of the pointlessness of politics 
that Dowd and her followers deliver, a vision 
that an onslaught of bright images can’t obscure. 
Preoccupied with the feints and counterfeints, the 
preposterous and the poseurs, they seem to believe, 
and then to promulgate, Dowd’s own metaphor. The 
democratic process is reduced to the theater of the ab- 
surd. Trouble is, this audience can’t get up and leave. 

What qualifies a political writer as a member of the 
growing cadre of Maureen manqués? Research uncov- 
ers a few distinguishing style cues. 

First, in a naked bid for the video generation, pop- 
culture references are sprinkled through the copy. Why 
paint Jerry Brown as the dark horse, the underdog, or 
any of the other deadline-writer clichés when he can be 
the subversive Penguin in Batman Returns? To impress 
the editor, on the other hand, higher-brow references 
— Tsongas, according to Dowd, talks like Daisy 
Buchanan in The Great Gatsby —- can work magic. 

In the.hands of these. writers, politicians and. their

cronies seldom say anything. Instead, as Michael 
Specter illustrated recently, they “continue rapidly, 
seemingly without breathing.” Twitches and gestures 
are uniformly construed as revelatory: when a politi- 
cian picks his nose, it’s a raw moment of internal exca- 
vation. And the writer never says it once if he can think 
up several variations: “They are to presidential politics 
what Bartels and James are to wine,” observed Times- 
man Steven Holmes this fall of Clinton and Gore, con- 
tinuing helpfully, “Ben and Jerry are to ice cream, and 
Click and Clack, the Tappet brothers, are to silly but 
sage advice about cars .. .” 

Not many moons ago, this sort of literary journalism, 
traditionally the province of magazine writers, would 
have given a true daily newsman or -woman the willies. 
If the dailies had to have it — and by the late ’60s 
the market seemed to dictate that they did — it 
tended to be relegated to the opinion or style 
pages, a ghetto Post news editors used to call, 
derisively, “downstairs.” Not that there weren’t 
a few front-page freewheelers; Nicholas von 
Hoffman’s roiling Post coverage of the civil- 
rights movement, for instance, was a profile in 
editorial courage. But when the average newsman 
dared insert opinion into A-section copy, a 
“News Analysis” warning label was slapped on 
for protection. 

But that was back when a reader needed his 
newspaper to tell him what had happened. To- 
day, by the time the morning paper hits the 
doorstep it’s already primed for the scrap heap of 
history, most of its contents having been broad- 
cast on TV at 5, 6, and 11 the night before. With 





television cornering the this-just-in market, the 








scribe Bush on the hustings (William Safire), 
Moldovan officials meeting James Baker (the Times’s 
Thomas Friedman), and Dan Quayle (David Broder, 
Von Drehle). 

And then there’s the occasional metaphor that cries 
for a whirl in a Waring blender, like Michael Specter’s 
stunning effort in an article on spin control in the New 
Hampshire primary: “This year spin has reached new 
heights, or torque intensity, as dozens of campaign 
aides bounce from reporter to reporter like pinballs 
laced with the antidote to truth serum.” 

And, inevitably, there’s plain old tortured prose. Per- 

haps this Dowd/Friedman passage on 
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obvious remaining niche is that of analysis — a 
niche happily confluent with a new breed of 
journalist, broadly educated and plump with lit- 
erary pretense. 

In the realm of political reporting, the product of this 
coupling began appearing, in jarring spasms, during 
the ’84 and ’88 campaigns. Jules Witcover probably 
wouldn’t have thought to compare Jesse Jackson to 
Woody Allen’s omnipresent Zelig. The Times’s 
Alessandra Stanley did, brilliantly, and Jackson still 
hasn’t lived it down. Dowd analyzed Bush’s and 
Dukakis’s music and movie tastes, found both candi- 
dates sentimental captives of the 50s, and produced 
one of the most talked-about profiles of the campaign. 

The popularity of those early efforts wasn’t lost on 
the powers that be: this election, attitude and meta- 
phors were nearly as common in the newsrooms of 
major dailies as carpal-tunnel syndrome. 


Writing without a net 

Of course, the hazards of such high-wire writing are 
obvious, especially in the hands of lesser talents. Let’s 
take this moment to declare a moratorium on the deer- 
caught-in-headlights simile, used so far this year to de- 
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Baker’s return to the Bush campaign should have come 
with complimentary Dramamine: “In this year when 
politics trembles with rage and dislocation, when the 
campaign trail has become the wild earth, when voters 
are fed up with the old boys’ clubs and Washington in- 
siders and excessive attention to foreign policy, it is 
likely to be rough weather for the patrician pals who 
have relished their years striding the world stage.” 

Yet the occasional offense against literary sensibility 
shouldn’t obscure what’s wonderful about the new style 
— qualities best illustrated by the woman who sparked 
the trend. While less adventurous reporters fawn over 
their powerful subjects or keep all doors open with 
leaden he-said/she-said reportage, Dowd’s writing 
demonstrates true guts. 

Her portrait of, say, Richard Darman’s slimy yet ef- 
fective politicking skills — flattering up, waging psy- 
chological warfare with competitors, carefully creating 
the illusion of workaholism — isn’t going to incline 
him to return her calls faster. But it does a swell job of 
showing us how a master negotiates the shoals of Belt- 

way politics. And her eye for the revealing detail is 
tough to match. In one Dowdscene, Bush, campaign- 
ing in Texas, mars his pork-rind image with a prep- 
school tendency to say “whoopsie daisy” and “by 
golly” — a Dowd paragraph that gives us a better 

feel for our geeky commander-in-chief than a 

dozen lesser profiles. 

Though it’s perennially popular to diminish the 
importance of character in politics — syndicated 
columns mocking voters for exaggerating its rele- 

vance were a staple of the primary season — history 
suggests that character matters a lot, whether it’s 
Nixon’s paranoia (hence dirty tricks in a campaign he 
had a lock on), or Jimmy Carter’s distaste for con- 
frontation (hence his occasionally poor decision-mak- 
ing), or Reagan’s sunny detachment (hence today’s 
economic miasma). And students of the failed 1990 
budget talks would do well to consider Dowd’s re- 
porting on the subject, which convincingly described 
how John Sununu’s arrogance turned congressional 
leaders against him, transforming budget negotiations 
into a morass. 

In terms of sheer political perceptiveness, few 
time-glutted magazine writers can accomplish what 
Dowd does, routinely, in a few days of observing and 

reporting. Yet character is only a piece of what 

a voter needs to know about a politician 
before he yanks that lever. Parse the 
ad lib to pieces, analyze the gesture 
for weeks, and you may still not get 
very close to what a politician will 

do while in office. 
Bush’s character cues, for in- 
stance, aren’t so very different from 
those of Franklin Roosevelt, another patri- 
cian who used cornball props — serving hot

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dogs to the Queen of England, for one — 

in an attempt to come off as a regular 

guy. Measured on program substance, 
| there aren’t two presidents less alike in 

this century. 


| Empty calories 
This is where Dowd’s style begins to 
grate. By the end of the Darman piece, we 
know that Bush’s favored aide is a conniv- 
| er with an appetite for Chicken Mc- 
| Nuggets. Yet we aren’t afforded a clue 
| about what Darman actually does — that 
| is, how he runs the Office of Management 
| and Budget, his job for the last three years. 
This, after all, is the man who advocated 
| Bush’s infamous tax increase, who is the 
| theoretical watchdog of spending in every 
federal agency, who helped bring America 
a $341 billion deficit. How’d he pull it off? 
You’re going to have to collar him at Mc- 
| Donald’s and ask him yourself. 

Similarly, when the writer executes a 
lengthy campaign profile of Tsongas two 
days before New Hampshire, we learn all 
about a Saturday Night Live invitation, the 
effort to get him to sit up straight for de- 
bates, and his uncanny resemblance to a 
beagle. But there’s just one substance-re- 
lated sentence in the piece, on his contro- 
versial support for nuclear power. And this 
reference is made only to set up an anec- 
dote in which he gets angry at a collegiate 
questioner. 

Of course, you can’t expect one writer 
to be a master of all trades. And even the 
crabbiest editor would balk before inflict- 
ing upon such a good stylist only subjects 
drier than a rash. But because Dowd is so 
good at limning character, and because 
her forum at the Times is so formidable, a 
generation of bright young writers is now 
imitating her — the flaws as well as the 
flourishes. Substantive political and policy 
pieces desperately need talented writers to 
make them come alive for the reader. 

Unfortunately, the more talented writers 
are desperately chasing after character and 
style. In piece after piece, this substance 
gap begins to look like more than an inno- 
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cent sin of omission. One begins to sense 
a political nihilism undergirding the care- 
fully chosen words. 

Although not every literary fillip from 
the Dowd Crowd is revealing, many of 
them are reducing. Von Drehle compares 
Ross Perot’s appearance to Elmer Fudd’s, 
and Bush’s to that of an “oddly unfashion- 
able” commercial-airline pilot; Clinton and 
Gore are, as Dowd and Frank Rich have 
it, the “Double Bubba ticket” 
and “political Doublemint 
Twins.” 

Reducing politicians — who 

calls them public servants with a 
straight face anymore? — to 
cartoons is as much a marker of 
Dowdstyle as the literary refer- 
ence, only it’s more troubling. 
It’s fine to leave the fulsome 
profile to People, but there’s of- 
ten a conspicuous lack of empa- 
thy and generosity in the new 
writers’ character deconstruc- 
tion — and sometimes an un- 
mistakable lack of interest in 
providing meaningful insight. 

Do we get any closer to the 
essential Tsongas when Dowd 
draws him as a turtle “look[ing] 
around him with a slow, blink- 
ing bemusement at the vagaries 
of fate”? Is the picture of a 
campaigning Bush “plucking at 
his chest as though he could 
pull his soul out of a buttoned- 
down shirt” really telling, or is it 
a well-turned cheap shot? And 
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why would it? In Dowd’s character-cen- 
tered conception, issues don’t merit too 
much concern. They’re largely props in 
“meticulous Kabuki dramas in which the 
candidates enact the themes they want to 
sell to voters in November.”

Yet among Dowd and disciples, the 
character-painting continually shoulders 
out meaningful questions about what the 
pretenders to the Oval Office have in 
mind. Once Dowd allows us to know that 
Bob Kerrey has “large blue eyes and a 
light-bulb-shaped head that give him the 
look of a bemused extraterrestrial,” can we 
really take seriously the mechanics of his 
health-care proposal? 

Of course, in her preprimary profile of 
Kerrey, the health-care issue — his cam- 
paign centerpiece — never comes up. And 


possibilities of the democratic process. It’s 
so phony, says the subtext, that I’m not go- 
ing to try to wring out any meaning. In- 
stead, I’m going to amuse you. 

That seemed to be the approach the 
Times’s Elizabeth Kolbert embraced in 
covering a series of nasty Clinton-Tsongas 
exchanges in Florida in March. Character- 
izing the candidates’ sparring as “a private 
spat being carried out in public,” she 
wrote: “After listening to the two men 
harp at each other for a few days running, 
one cannot help feeling somehow implicat- 
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ed in their dispute. Perhaps, one wonders, 


it is time to find them professional coun- | 


seling.” 

Kolbert’s metaphor is as revealing as it 
is patronizing. Locking in on the postur- 
ing, she actually seems to believe that 
what they’re arguing about — which hap- 
pened to be the taxation of entitlements 
for the affluent as a means of cutting the 
deficit — is as private a matter as a mar- 
riage dispute. In this conception, and it’s 
not just Kolbert’s, politics is not about af- 
fixing an imprint on a country or the 
world. It’s a wholly self-serving, inner-di- 
rected enterprise. 

How did these good political writers get 
so jaded about their subject? Times re- 
porter John Tierney’s winter review of a 
Pat Buchanan TV ad mocking Bush’s no- 
new-taxes pledge offers, between the lines, 
a fair clue: 


But then at some point, maybe 
around the 50th showing, for some 
viewers the soundbite begins to acquire 
a surreal fascination, as if it is disclos- 
ing something deep inside George 
Bush. As he jabs his finger into the air 
and screeches the words again and 
again, with each commercial he begins 
to seem more and more desperate, 
more and more absurd. For these dedi- 
cated television viewers, it has been 
difficult to take the president seriously 
ever since. 


I’d wager that Tierney isn’t just speak- 
ing of “dedicated television viewers.”

It’s the engine of 
meaningful work. 

It’s easy for Dowd to draw Tsongas as 
Howard Beale, “the mad prophet of the 
airwaves” in Network — “I’m mad as hell 
and I’m not going to take it anymore!” It’s 
harder to analyze what the hell Tsongas,

character, and the vagaries of organiza- 
tional culture are remarkably acute, and 
her reporting is patient and thorough: 
qualities that imbue her dissections of 
complicated Wall Street scandals or the 
Time-Warner takeover with accessible 
drama. Yet however icily she draws the 
Nicholas J. Nicholases and Ivan Boeskys, 
the heat of her ideals — chief among them 
that the wisest notion of “good business” 
is one that factors in the public good — 
radiates. 
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Stock manipulation is probably trickier 
to explain than politicians’ manipulations 
of the health-care issue; pre-Bruck, I 
couldn’t understand a whit of it. Yet her 
work exudes faith that, if the writing is 
vivid and the story compelling, her readers 
will take it in. Still, Bruck at her best is 
corporate autopsy. Even better is journal- 
ism that finds the scandal before the public 
bears its costs, the pork before it’s bar- 
reled, and uses good writing to make the 
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it, some daily stylists just get bored silly 
with their jobs. By shunning the questions 
that matter most, they also promote the 
posturing and superficiality they purport 
to despise. 

For instance, while dozens of reporters 
from the major dailies were stalking Bush 
and Clinton, sketching the twitching 
mouths and narrowing eyes, all missed 
one of the campaign’s more significant 
sleights-of-hand: Bush’s repeated refer- 
ences to Clinton’s 128 tax in- 
creases in his 11 years as 
governor of Arkansas, com- 
pared to Bush’s one in four. 
The truth, syndicated colum- 
nist Michael Kinsley eventu- 
ally explained in his own acid 
style, was that if you used 
Bush’s own overinclusive

the president had raised taxes 
133 times. “[R]Jeturning to 
the would-be Bush theme of 
‘trust,’ ” concluded Kinsley,

urgency of the situation irresistible. Set the 
Dowd Crowd loose on the looming com- 
mercial-banking crisis, and there may nev- 
er be one. 

Reporters will probably protest that such 
ambitious journalism wouldn’t work in a 
time-strapped daily. Then again, a decade 
ago one might have said the Dowdstyle 
wouldn’t work there, either. Today, the 
writing, the character-consciousness, and 
the brazenness are present in spades. 
What seems to be missing is faith. Absent 
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abortion — that politics, de- 
spite its clunky machinations, 
is really about. In fact, the 
possibilities of the good-writ- 
ing/tough-thinking combina- 
tion are pretty amazing. 

Imagine, America’s brightest, bravest 
political writers aggressively deconstruct- 
ing candidates’ histories and white papers, 
turning GAO reports into thrillers, expos- 
ing deception and chicanery at OMB, all 
with a sense of drama informed by the film 
version of The Last of the Mohicans. Un- 
fortunately, as the 1992 campaign drew to 
a close, imagination had to do. 

The smart, cynical Dowd Crowd was 
busy elsewhere. And Hillary’s headband 
never stood a chance. QO

ike an involuntary reflex, 
there’s a Washington media 
routine that twitches thus: 
Thick federal report, far 
too detailed to parse before 
news deadline, is hastily summarized in a 
press conference or in a two-page conclu- 
sion. Although there are curious facts lay- 
ered within the report that may not mesh 
with the public summary, they don’t see 
the light of day in the next day’s news re- 
ports, which knee-jerk to the stimulus of 
the canned press conference. Thereafter, 
the story is by definition old news and not 
worth a second glance. 

Even a muckraker as rigorous as the 
Washington Post’s Walter Pincus is suscep- 
tible to this institutional 
tic. On November 24 
Pincus relayed the sum- 
mary of the Senate’s Oc- 


| tober Surprise investiga- 


tion: there was “not suf- 
ficient credible evidence” 
to support the theory 
that Reagan-Bush opera- 
tives secretly dealt with 
Iran in 1980 to scuttle 
Jimmy Carter’s attempts 
to free the hostages be- 
fore Election Day. The 
Reagan/Bush campaign 
quaked at the prospect 
of Carter negotiating the 
release of the 52 Ameri- 
cans held in Iran, there- 
by allowing the peanut 
farmer/statesman to har- 
vest national good vibes 
and aw-shucks himself 
into a second term. 

Granted, the evidence 
for extra-legal meddling 
by the GOP is far from bulletproof. The 
prime sources in the alleged conspiracy — 
shady arms dealers — are hardly paragons 
of rectitude. However, a meticulous inves- 
tigation with power of subpoena might 
move beyond the hearsay and nail down 
the many troubling leads. 

Unfortunately, the conclusions of the 
Senate subcommittee’s special counsel, 
Reid Weingarten, are less than compre- 
hensive. In fact, they are highly overstated 
when you consider the report’s caveat, 
which Pincus noted: “The investigation 
was handicapped by several factors that 
make reaching final conclusions an almost 
impossible task,” the report says. 

The probe, the report continues, was 
“hampered” and “disadvantaged” from the 
get-go by miserly funding, travel restrictions, 
too short a life span, “limited subpoena pow- 
ers,” stonewalling by Reagan, the “curious” 
disappearance and reappearance of FBI evi- 
dence, and so on. Although the report 
doesn’t mention it, GOP senators are largely 
responsible for crippling the probe, having 
filibustered earlier this year until its budget 
and investigative powers were diluted. 

The subcommittee’s dismissive 156- 
page report, if you actually read it, tells the 
story «f not only a compromised probe, 
but one that also dodged crucial facts. It 
may not have found “sufficient credible 
evidence,” but apparently the Foreign Re- 
lations Subcommittee chose to ignore or 
underplay key details. 

According to my reading of the report, 
one of the oddest understatements is its

footnote — while failing to deliver the 
definitive goods. The report states that 
Reagan/Bush GOP agents led by then- 
campaign director Casey “conducted in- 
formal, clandestine, and potentially dan- 
gerous efforts on behalf of the Reagan 
campaign.” Casey, the report concluded, 
was “intensely involved in the hostage cri- 
sis.” Still, the subcommittee resorts to- the 
euphemism that Casey was merely “fishing 
in troubled waters.” 

Though the report correctly exposes con- 
tradictions in the testimony of key October 
Surprise sources, it too credulously accepts 
the woolly claims of Casey’s associates and 
prematurely finds the deceased spook inno- 
cent of overfishing in troubled waters.

Hashemi recorded in 1980 surfaced earlier 
this year after an extended absence from 
the world. Reuters reported in May that 
two FBI agents who had listened to the 
tapes said they heard the voice of Ronald 
Reagan conversing with Hashemi. (Few 
newspapers carried the Reuters story.) 

The subcommittee reported that the FBI 
“declined to make the individual agents 
available” to Senate investigators, but as- 
sured the subcommittee that it found “no 
indication” of Reagan’s vocals on the 
Hashemi tapes. Astoundingly, the report 
moves on. without questioning the FBI’s 
stonewall. The committee was granted ac- 
cess to the tapes, but was informed that 
over an eight-day period in early Novem- 
ber, no phone calls had been recorded. 

Other records, provided by Casey’s rela- 
tives, are suspiciously incomplete. Calendars 
had pages missing on key October Surprise 
dates, and his passport has yet to materialize. 

“If there are gaps,” journalist Robert 
Parry says, “documents destroyed or delet- 
ed — that should factor into the investiga- 
tion.” In several cases, it didn’t. Parry, 
whose reporting on Oliver North and his 
secret contra operation was dismissed by 
congressional investigators in the mid ’80s, 
sees the same paradigm at work again. 

“The Democrats have always been 
weak-kneed,” Parry says. “On every inves- 
tigation in the ’80s and ’90s, they’ve done 
exactly this, whether it be Anita Hill, where 
they sat around on their hands while the 
Republicans played hardball, or the early 
investigations into Oliver North.”

Alice K.’s year in review

lice K. (not her real initial) lies in bed, 
writhing with confusion. 
It is the last week of 1992, you see, 
and Alice K. is turning the events of the 
past year over and over in her mind. It 
has been an exceptionally complicated year, she thinks, 
and the ’90s are shaping up to be an exceptionally strange 
decade. 

At the moment, for example, she is despairing over the 
state of fashion. 

In the middle of 1992, Alice K. realized — much to her 
dismay — that the one, fleeting moment when her tastes 
actually intersected with current fashion trends had 
passed. Leggings and big sweaters and little, flat shoes — 
those easy-to-wear, comfortable clothes that actually 
looked and felt good — seemed to have disappeared in 
1992, and now everyone was wandering around in 
hideous ’70s retro styles and things like enormous blue 
jeans with elephant legs and see-through blouses and 
platform shoes. Platform shoes? Please! 
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Toward the end of the year, Alice K. was astonished to 
see pictures of models with long, stringy, dirty hair wear- 
ing oversize Calvin Klein jeans backwards and tying flan- 
nel shirts around their waists. I don’t care if they call it 
grunge, and I don’t care if it’s hip, Alice K. thought at the 
time. I looked like that in college, and I'll be damned if I 
start wearing clothes that make me feel like a disheveled, 
insecure 18-year-old in mid-identity crisis. 

But fashion was the least of it. Toward the middle of the 
year, Alice K. also began to notice that the 90s seemed 
increasingly to be defined by two very conflicting impuls- 
es: extreme moral rigidity on the one hand and an aston- 
ishing lack of control on the other. 

The rigidity started early in the "90s, with its heavy- 
handed emphasis on political correctness. But by 1992, 
the fear of offending others by using the wrong words or 
phrases had come to feel so ingrained in Alice K. that she 
found she couldn’t even distinguish between different 
vegetables in the grocery store without resorting to terms 
like “peppers of color” or “vertically challenged arti- 
chokes.” Green, it seemed, was the only color you could 
use without insulting someone, and although Alice K. fer- 
vidly supported environmental concerns, she couldn’t 
help finding it all just a tad obnoxious and overdone. 

In the fall of 1992, for example, she walked into one of 
those environmentally conscious cosmetics stores that had 
popped up all over the city during the course of the year 
and asked the saleswoman (ooops — “person of sales”) 
for some mascara. “We don’t carry mascara,” the woman 
replied haughtily. “We carry lash lengthener.” 

That seemed to Alice K. to be a prime example of how 


life had changed in 1992: you couldn’t even go shopping 
anymore without feeling like you had to join a cult. 
But against all that pro-green, pro-animal, save-the- 


planet philosophizing, life in 1992 seemed to Alice K. to _ 


be increasingly nuts, senseless, with events running com- 
pletely counter to the rigid spirit of the times. 

On the national level, you got rioting in the streets of 
LA and stories about child-molesting Catholic priests. 

On the international level, you got a lackluster appear- 
ance by the US at the Earth Summit in Rio and a whole 
lot of apathy toward what used to be Yugoslavia. 

And on the more basic, everyday, pop-culture level, you 
got things like Princess Diana koochie-kooing over her 
cellular phone with her new boyfriend, and Madonna’s 
new show-and-tell sex book, and tiny, anorexic-size, pre- 
adolescent gymnasts being forced to act like grownup 
athletes on international television. 

What is this? Alice K. wonders, tossing in her bed. How 
can we be so moralistic and so stupid at the same time? 

Lying there, Alice K. begins to feel a familiar nostalgia 
for the ’80s, those carefree, pre-recessionary days when 
idiocy was more clearly defined: idiots in the ’80s made 
bad financial investments, or bought American-made 
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cars, or wore the wrong shoes. Now they hang around in 
basements and practice speaking in monosyllables — 
“babe,” “not.” Now they spell perfectly ordinary names 
like Jennifer with G’s and talk about their alleged sex lives 
on national TV. Now they allow sitcoms and tabloid 
newspapers to dictate national policy. 

Nothing feels stable anymore, Alice K. thinks, shifting in 
her bed. Woody and Mia broke up, national sex scandals 
involved Harvard-trained therapists, even Superman died! 

But then Alice K. thinks about the 1992 presidential 
election. She thinks about lying in bed that night, waiting 
for the final returns to come in, waiting for Bill Clinton to 
make his acceptance speech. For that brief period of time, 
Alice K. managed to forget how ludicrous and energy- 
consuming the whole election process had become. She 
forgot about Bush calling Al Gore “Mr. Ozone,” she for- 
got about Ross Perot’s “infomercials,” and she forgot 
about how disheartening it had been to live for 12 years 
under an administration that didn’t give a hoot about 
poverty or women’s health or family leave or AIDS or 
anything else that Alice K. cared about. 

She remembers lying there, watching Clinton standing 
at the podium, and feeling a stab of hope, of genuine 
optimism that things might actually be different in 1993, 
that this great “referendum for change” might be real. 

She lies there, the faint outlines of a smile on her lips, 
and recalls that moment. And then, suddenly, Alice K. has 
a dreadful thought, something that makes her sit bolt 
upright in bed in terror. 

Oh my God, she thinks. If life really gets better in '93, 
what will I have to worry about? =)

The 
Lantana, Florida-based supermarket tabloid features, 
among the myriad ads for bust-developers, telephone psy- 
chics, and fake-ID peddlers, some of the most shocking 
stories that never appeared in the mainstream media. 
Here’s a look back at the past year, as reported in the 
pages of WWN. 


World news 

There was turmoil in the Baltics and starvation in So- 
malia, but no ‘news story had the scope and impact of the 
one reported only in WWN: SATAN ESCAPES FROM HELL! 
“Demons have appeared like evil clouds over Mt. Etna in 
Sicily and Scerro Negro mountain in Nicaragua, emerged 
from a deep cave in Afghanistan, and blasted from an ex- 
ploratory drill site in Siberia,” reported WWN. “A number 
of religious leaders fear that once unleashed on the world, 
Satan and his evil power will take over the Earth — and 
that his frequent appearances foreshadow doom and de- 
struction for mankind.” 

That is, if faltering gravity doesn’t do us in first. EARTH 
IS SPINNING OUT OF ORBIT! warned headlines in WWN ear- 
lier this month. More than 60,000 tons of “space debris” 
rain down on Earth each year, according to Russian space 
experts, who say we must stop the debris “before the 
Earth totally breaks free from the sun’s gravitational pull 
— killing us all.” 


National affairs 

Closer to home, George Bush’s sluggish campaign per- 
formance was foreshadowed in a January WWN story that 
reported the president hadn’t slept in weeks. The reason? 
“The ghost of Geronimo is haunting the White House 
searching for his stolen skull,” WWN reported. “The 
bone-chilling voice of the legendary Apache warrior can 
be heard at bedtime, bushwhacking the perplexed prez 
and causing sleepless nights for everybody, including 
pooch Millie, says a D.C. insider.” 

You know the rest: president-elect Bill Clinton / 
was swept into office in November, apparently due / 
to Bush’s fatigue and to a front-page endorsement 
that appeared in WWN in August: ALIEN BACKS 
CLINTON! 

And thanks to the extra-terrestrial’s backing, 

Clinton can be sure he’ll have plenty of cooper- 

ation in Congress. After all, as WWN reported, 

FIVE U.S. SENATORS ARE SPACE ALIENS! The 

shocking news came from an alien seen on 

the cover, strolling arm-in-arm with both 

Clinton and Bush. “It is not clear what the 

space alien was trying to accomplish by_, 

naming veteran Senators Orrin Hatch, / 

Sam Nunn, Alan Simpson, John Glenn, / 

and Nancy Kassebaum as undercover / 
ambassadors from another planet,” / Ul 
wrote reporter Nick Mann, though he / fs 
went on to speculate that the tattle- / 
tale visitor from outer space may 

have been trying to secure a cabinet 

post in the next administration. 

After initially denying the accu- 
sation, Senators Glenn and Nunn 
owned up to their extra-terrestri- 
al origins. Nunn went on to say, 

“I’m almost positive there are 
more.” 

Oliver Stone no doubt took ‘— 
note of this WWN February ~ 
bombshell: JFK’s TOMB IS EMPTY! Re- 


porter Rennie Mears quoted a source saying that JFK had 
spoken to world teaders George Bush, Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, and Francois Mitterrand in the last three years. 
However, the report also quoted a Washington funeral di- 
rector who says that he “secretly cremated Kennedy’s 
body to destroy the five bullet holes that would have 
proved Lee Harvey Oswald didn’t act alone.” As usual, 
more questions than answers. 

If you weren’t reading WWN this year, you never knew 
that your life was in peril. BAT CHILD ESCAPES! the tab told 
the world in October, updating its own story about the 
two-foot-tall half-human/half-bat, originally captured last 
spring in a cave in West Virginia. When the bat child fled 
the research facility where scientists were observing him, 
WWN warned readers: “In spite of his small size, the boy 
has razor-sharp teeth, the strength of an ape, and should 
be considered extremely dangerous.” 

WWN editorialist Ed Anger was beside himself over the 
bat child’s escape: “He may be the biggest threat to the 
U.S. since Hurricane Andrew. I’m going to keep my eyes | 
peeled for this bat brat.” 


Crime 

The nation’s blood supply was already dangerously low 
when WWN startled the world with this revelation: | 
TOOTHLESS VAMPIRE ROBS ANOTHER BLOOD BANK! WWN 
correspondent Bob Kenton reported, “A vampire who lost 
a fang to gum disease was caught stealing blood from a 
Los Angeles blood bank just four short months after he 
was arrested for the same crime.” The vampire, Roger 
Wesley, 58, confessed on the spot. “I had to do it,” Wes- 

ley said. “This is the only way I can get the blood I need.” 
In other crime news, CHINESE MAFIA GODFATHER IS 2 
YEARS OLD was the headline in WWN’s February profile of 
a “street-wise punk” they identified only as “Baby- 
faced Lee.” Lee, wrote correspondent 
Robert Lieu, “proudly brags about 

brutally beating up children 
who don’t pay him 
protection 
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money, pimping for teen prostitutes, and robbing old peo- 
ple.” The Hong Kong police arrested Lee after he stabbed 
a five-year-old with an ice pick. Why? “ ‘He said some- 
thing I didn’t like,’ Lee sneered.” 

In September, WWN featured a story headlined GUTSY 
GRANNY TALKS ROBBER INTO ARM WRESTLING MATCH — AND 
BEATS HIM! “Cane-toting oldster Twyla Dolan was alone in 
her deli when a burly bandit walked in, drew a gun and de- 
manded money,” according to staff writer Joe Berger. “So 
spitfire Twyla offered to armwrestle the creep for the cash 
— and whipped him so bad he shuffled off without a dime! 

“*That weasel, I guess I showed him a thing or two,’ the 
gutsy granny gloated.” 


Domestic life 

It was another tough year in the delicate realm of do- 
mestic relations. A January story headlined ANGRY HUBBY 
BASHES WIFE WITH A FROZEN SQUIRREL detailed a bitter dis- 
pute between a Sacramento husband and wife. “She said 
he tried to shut her up by hitting her on the head with one 
of the dead squirrels,” Sacramento-police spokeswoman 
Betsy Braziel told WWN. “The second blow knocked her 
to the kitchen floor and opened up a two-inch gash above 
her right eye.” 

Also in January, a Los Ange- 
les, a man named Harley Lister, 
insisted: MY SIAMESE TWIN MOTH- 
ER-IN-LAW IS RUINING OUR MAR- 
RIAGE. And you thought you had 
problems? “ ‘Other guys gripe 
about their mother-in-laws mak- 
ing their lives miserable, but 
they’ve only got one of them to 
put up with,’ groaned henpecked 
Harley, 30. ‘I’ve got two old 
goats screaming in my ear — 
and man, that’s two too many.’ ” 

A desperate man identifying 
himself as “Stunk out in Way- 
nesburg” sought the help of 
Dotti Primrose, WWN’s advice 
columnist. MY WIFE STINKS TO 
HIGH HEAVEN AND MY LIFE IS A 
LIVING HELL! he complained, say- 
ing that his otherwise lovely wife 
refuses to bathe more than once 
a month and that she “stinks like 
a billy goat.” Dotti responded 
with typical aplomb and sensitiv- 
ity: “Buy yourself a good gas 
mask — or put a clothespin on 
your nose!” 

In a story underscoring the in- 
creasingly litigious nature of 
marital relations, an October 
WWN piece entitled WIFE SAYS 
SHE’LL SUE HER HUBBY FOR GET- 
TING FAT described the plight of 
31-year-old Angela Cartwright, 
who claimed that her husband 
Tom has gained 146 pounds in 
the five years they’ve been mar- 
ried. “He was a hunk when I 
married him, but now he’s just a 
slob,” the Tulsa, Oklahoma, 
woman complained. 

Parent-child relations turned 
especially ugly this year, as 
shown by three WWN stories: 
TEMPER TANTRUM KILLS TOT!

Education 

In October, WWN gave hope to frustrated would-be 
students everywhere in a story entitled COLLEGE FOR 
STUPID PEOPLE GRADUATES ITS FIRST CLASS! “Traditionally, 
only smart people have gone to college,” Dean Henri Gen- 
nen is quoted as saying. “We think it’s only fair that 


, nitwits get the same chance.” Degrees offered by the 


school include bicycle-riding, desert camel management, 
and professional scarecrowing. 

In other academic news, WWN reported on a con- 
troversial new institute: BIZARRE SCHOOL TEACHES YOU 
HOW TO DRIVE DRUNK! Since opening the school in 
1988, businessman Ike Siemons has taught more 
than 200 tipplers how to drive while under the in- 
fluence. “Obviously, there are a hell of a lot of peo- 
ple out there who want to learn how to drive when 

\ they’re fried,” said Siemons. 


Exposés 
Mike Wallace had nothing on WWN this 
year: the weekly exposed the scandalous truth 
about the phone-sex industry in a story enti- 
tled ‘GORGEOUS HUNK’ 900 PHONE LINE 
MANNED BY POT-BELIED SLOBS! “Women 
calling a 900 number for ‘Gorgeous 
Hunks’ thought they were having inti- 
mate conversations with beefy, muscle- 
bound he-men. But the men they spoke to 
were actually fat, greasy losers,” wrote correspon- 
dent J.P. Barton. Said whistleblower Al Johnson, a for- 
mer employee of the service, “If those women [who called 
in] saw us they’d be throwing up instead of drooling.” 
WWN’s Ed Anger exposed the humiliating truth about 
Cuba’s embattled premier in a story entitled CASTRO 
SMUGGLING BIG MACS INTO CUBA — FOR HIMSELF. Anger 
was typically unforgiving: “Fidel swears he’d rather eat 
grass than let McDonald’s invade his island empire,” the 
columnist wrote in his February exclusive, “But behind 
closed doors, the wily old windbag gulps down Chicken 
McNuggets like popcorn and scarfs down Big Macs by the 
bushel!” 


Medicine 

One of the major stories in the world of medicine this 
year involved the scandalous revelation that chemical giant 
Dow Corning knew that silicone breast implants were po- 
tentially dangerous. But only WWN told the horrifying 
story of a Seattle women who cried BREAST IMPLANTS MADE 
MY BOOBS GLOW IN THE DARK! (Trend-spotters take note: 
in February, WWN featured the bizarre tale of an entire 
family in Minneapolis that glows in the dark.) 

In early December, WWN told the tragic tale of a five- 
year-old Spanish child afflicted with a rare malady: Boy's 
BRAIN IS GROWING SO FAST +-.HIS HEAD IS GOING TO EX- 
PLODE! “The ailment makes victims smarter with each 
passing day but they rarely survive more than six months 
because their brains expand with alarming speed and 
crack open their skulls,” WWN reported. The lad’s physi- 
cian was flummoxed: “I give him less than 12 weeks, un- 
less he gets smart enough to discover his own cure.” 

On a more positive note, WWN reported that a Chicago

— and debunked conventional wisdom about the medieval 
art of bloodletting with a story entitled ANCIENT MEDICAL 
PRACTICE WAS BARBARIC — BUT IT WORKED! 


The animal kingdom 

A tragedy (that no doubt thrilled animal-rights activists) 
reported in WWN involved the story of a WOMAN KILLED BY 
HER FUR COAT! Wealthy American tourist Marilee Fitzger- 
ald was found lying in the hallway of an inn in Budapest, 
Hungary, dead from loss of blood, correspondent Beatrice 
Dexter reported. “She was covered from head to toe with 
terrible bite marks, deep cuts and scratches,” police in- 
spector Janor Trautmann said.

“Does Fido’s flatulence when you have houseguests 
leave you gasping in embarrassment?” WWN asked that 
question in September beneath the banner NEW! MIRACLE 
CURE FOR PETS THAT PASS GAS. For dog owners and envi- 
ronmentalists alike, this development may represent the 
greatest news since the Pooper-Scooper. “Now you can 
clear the air with the new doggie version of Beano, a gas- 
prevention food additive concocted by AkPharma, of 
Pleasantville, N.J.” 


Unbelievable stories 

Many major media outlets are reluctant to report stories 
involving unexplained phenomena; not WWN. In Septem- 
ber, a 29-year-old secretary told the weekly, 1 HAD BIG- 
FOOT’S BABY! “Bigfoot is not only the love of my life, he’s 
the father of my child,” insisted Katie Martin, who posed 
with her furry-faced four-year-old son, named Littlefoot.

“They drank all my beer, too!” added 
Sandra Seatell, who had her second ex- 
tra-close encounter in two years. “I still 
don’t know who they are or where they 
came from, but I do know that they’re 
the greatest lovers I ever had.”

The penalty of leadership, champ. Although inventors in many countries contributed to 
electric-power technology, the US was way out front in putting that technology to practi- 
cal use. In the early days, lower voltages were the most practical for electric lights — 
higher voltages burned out the bulbs. So the hundreds of power plants built in the US pri- 
or to 1900 adopted 110 volts.(or 115 or 120 volts) as their de facto standard. 

Trouble was, power transmission at higher voltages was more efficient — you didn’t 
have to use so much copper in the wires. By the time most European countries got 
around to making big-time investments in electricity, the engineers had figured out how 
to make 220-volt bulbs that wouldn’t burn out so fast. So, starting in Germany around 
the turn of the century, they adopted the 220-volt (or 230- or 240-volt) standard. But the 
US stayed with 110 volts (today, it’s officially 120 volts) because we had such a big in- 
stalled base of 110-volt equipment. 

But don’t worry that we’re stuck with a technological dinosaur. Fact is, every American 
home with standard three-wire electrical service (which is to say, nearly every American 
home) gets 240 volts. The three wires that come in from the street are 120 volts positive, 
zero volts neutral, and 120 volts negative. (I know, this is alternating current, not DC, so 
we can’t really say “120 volts positive,” but don’t bother me with details.) 

Take the neutral and either of the other wires (the usual practice) and you’ve got 120 
volts. But tap into your plus-120 and minus-120 and you'll get a 240-volt jolt, handy for 
energy-hungry appliances like air conditioners, electric stoves, and clothes dryers. The 
telltale sign in the fuse box is a special double-width circuit-breaker that straddles the 
plus-120 and minus-120 bus bars. Not the most vital fact in the world, but at least next 
time you’re poking around in there when the lights blow out, you’ll have some idea of 
what you’re looking at.

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Kaya 
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Korean-Japanese delights

n the Nadeau family, a new Jap- 

anese restaurant is cause for cele- 

bration. Japanese food is like a spa 

vacation, such a respite from the 

usual onslaught of creamy sauces 
and overwhelming condiments. 

About the only thing better than a 
Japanese restaurant is a Japanese-Korean 
restaurant, since the heartier Korean fla- 
vors are the perfect foil for the delicacy of 
many Japanese dishes. So for us, Kaya was 
just the place for December. Given its lo- 
cation a block from Copley Place, it might 
be the perfect January spot to nurse your 
gastronomic hangover as you return those 
reject gadgets to Sharper Image. 

And if you need a reason to abandon 
your other favorite Japanese restaurants in 
Back Bay, it’s that the Korean food at Kaya 
is slightly better than the Japanese food. 
But there is considerable hybridization. For 
example, we started one meal with gyoza 
($3.95), which are more or less the same 
pot-stickers as Peking ravioli. Although the 
name is Japanese (the Korean name for 
these is “mandoo”), the dumplings were 
Korean in style, more deli- 
cate than the Chinese kind 
but stoutly flavored. 

The vegetarian gyoza, 
wrapped in green pasta, 
are stuffed with a cab- 
bage-based mixture that 
picks up the soy-vinegar 
dip nicely. The meat gy- 
oza, deep fried and sa- 
vory, could be sold on the 
streets of Beijing. 

You can see the same 
thing with the luncheon 
treatment of the Korean 
classic, galbi ($7.95). The 
basic item is marinated, 
grilled short ribs of beef. 
But Kaya’s chef fillets out 
the meat from the short 
ribs, leaving one bone for 
semiotics, and presenting 
the dish in compartmented 
Japanese bento ware with a 
variety of side morsels: 
three avocado maki (rolled 
sushi), a meat gyoza, a tiny fried stuffed 
eggplant, a roll-up with chicken, a salad of 
thick cellophane noodles with bits of 
chopped vegetable and scallion, bright 
green slices of odd cucumber pickle with a 
pickled pearl onion, and the standard din- 
ner accompaniments of miso soup, sticky 
rice, and an iceberg salad with pink dress- 
ing full of ground fresh ginger. 

At dinner, I was most impressed with a 
Korean dish of stir-fried squid ($9.95). 
This came on an iron sizzling plate, but 
was otherwise a simple, effective mess of 
chopped squid (a little rubbery, not too 
bad) with a delectable sauce that had the 
sweetness of bean paste, plenty of hot 
pepper, and an effective sprinkling of 
sesame seeds. 

Sukiyaki ($15.95 per person, served for 
two or more) was a gorgeous presentation 
of tabletop cooking, with one large platter 
of thin-sliced lean beef like a red-petaled 
peony, and another with all the vegetables: 
onions, scallions, mushrooms, napa, cress, 
baby bamboo shoot, tofu, and a single 
black mushroom, along with cellophane 
noodles and weird cartilaginous thick noo- 
dles. It cooks up well, but not amazingly 
well. Perhaps I have too much nostalgia 
and not enough discretion about a popular 
dish that was the first Japanese food I ever 
tasted. | do remember that the beef used to 
be browned first and there were more shi- 
take mushrooms at one time. Kaya offers 
the traditional raw egg for dipping the 
beef, but I politely declined. Maybe I just 
missed the thrill of eating raw egg.

No such confusion with the sashimi 
deluxe ($19.95; regular, $12.95; special 
for two, $39.95). This simply wasn’t as 
varied or unusual as what's offered else- 
where. The slices of red tuna, white fish, 
and cooked octopus were fresh enough, 
as were the more daring salmon belly and 
sliced clam. And the presentation was 
pretty enough, with clouds of daikon ex- 
celsior and dabs of green, firey wasabe, 
and shavings of pink pickled ginger. But 
other top sashimi artists interleave scal- 
lops with lemon slices, or work in the 
vivid colors of mackerel, or construct 
rosettes of sole. A deluxe platter of raw 
fish needs a bravura focus. 

A look around the room suggests mostly 
Asian customers, and a remarkably brisk 
trade in what looks like bright red spaghet- 
ti. That would be the raw beef of “Oriental 
steak tartare” ($7.95), served with raw 
egg, or combined with stir-fried rice and 
vegetables, the Korean dish, bibim bap 
($12.95; $8.95 without raw beef). 

At lunch, a lot of Kaya customers go for 
tempura udon ($6.95), and no wonder. 
This is an outstanding bowl of soup with 
an honest stock; loaded with thick, tooth- 
some white noodles; flavored with two 
kinds of fish loaf, seaweed, 
onion, and carrot; and 
topped with crispy fried 
shrimp and vegetables. 

Green tea at Kaya is weak 
and filling. The sake is Cali- 
fornia, Sho Chiku Bai 
($2.95) served hot or cold 
from a special machine. 
There are several Japanese 
beers as well. Desserts are 
so far limited to ice cream 
(green tea, ginger, or red 
bean) and fruit ($1.95) 
which is currently water- 
melon served with a brilliant 
palm-tree decoration made 
of green chili (the trunk), 
red bell pepper (the 
fronds), and a carrot but- 
terfly of notable grace. 

Service at Kaya is accu- 
rate and helpful and charm- 
ing, though the kitchen can 
be a bit slow. The decor of 
wood accents and bare 
brick is effectively Asian, no more. Our 
background music at lunch was Mozart (G 
minor symphony, Rondo a la turque); at 
dinner, lighter stuff, piano based.

“Books on Video” as ubiquitous as “Books on 
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Martha Graham on PBS 


Terpsichore and television cameras can make trying 
bedfellows. Witness Three Dances by Martha Graham, 
this week’s PBS “Dance in America” presentation of 
three landmark works by the late grande dame of mod- 
ern dance, who for more than six decades sought — 
via a new, codified language of movement — to make 
“the primaries of life manifest.” 

The program’s ballets — Steps in the Street (1936), 
El Penitente (1940), and The Maple Leaf Rag (1990) 
— are stunning with their gut-coiling emotion, aristo- 
cratic architecture, and technical wizardry. They 
should be viewed in toto, from at least 10th-row seats. 
Unfortunately, the show’s director, Peter Mumford, 
too often cuts this long view with close-ups and angled 


Tape,” one must trudge out of doors to see an au- 


thor read from his work. The preliminary win- 


shots (one is so tight you can 
see sweat drop off a face), 
chopping up the flow and 
breaking apart carefully 
structured spatial relation- 
ships. Not only is the strategy jolting, it diminishes the 
works’ power. 

Still, Three Dances, which features the Graham 
company on stage last year at the Paris Opera, should 
not be missed. People just don’t make dances like 
these anymore. The Depression-era Steps distills de- 
spair to a tangible form, with its rigidly cupped hands, 
ramrod arms pounding thighs, and sleepwalking min- 
ions. The grand El Penitente transmits the stark beau- 
ty of the Southwest via Isamu Noguchi’s spare set, 
which merely suggests a traveling theater, and Gra- 
ham’s stringent movement: bourrées on knees, sudden 
contractions, full-body tilts that mirror the lines of a 
giant cross, a bent-backed man pulling a cart made of 
sticks. The dance portrays a religious sect that be- 
lieves purification is possible only through severe

penance, such as scourging oneself while re-enacting 
stories from the Bible. 

Although The Maple Leaf Rag — Graham’s last 
complete dance before her death early last year — 
lacks the grounded significance of its predecessors, its 
satirical edge and physical prowess are delightful. 
Laughing at her technique’s transformation from id- 
iom to iconography, Graham tosses about her famous 
pitch turns and fabric swirls, stag leaps and brush- 
kicks (here they land on a partner’s butt) like confetti. 

The show’s narrator, Kathleen Turner, puts the trio 
of dances in historic perspective, starting with her in- 
troduction of Graham as one of a handful of artists, 
like Picasso, Stravinsky, and Joyce, who “broke tradi- 
tional molds and created new forms of expression, 
changing the way we look at the world.” 

Three Dances by Martha Graham, part of the Great 
Performances series, airs December 28 at 10 p.m. and 
January 1 at 11:30 p.m. on Channel 2, and on Decem- 
ber 29 at 3 p.m. on Channel 44.

What we watched 


@ It’s a different world. 
Remember Cosby? Remember 
Cosby going off the air to the tune 
of sirens in Los Angeles? The 
rioting that followed the verdict in 
the Rodney King police brutality 
trial occurred, by cosmic 
convergence, the same evening of 
Cosby’s final broadcast, presenting 
the TV-watching public with two 
starkly different versions of 
American life and a warning about 
the kinds of truths television can 
deliver. 

Meanwhile, Jerry Seinfeld and 
Seinfeld creator Larry David 
struck another blow to vanilla 
television by resurrecting the 
literate sit-com, making Seinfeld, 
now in its third season, the first 
sit-com for the 90s. Now we can 
worry about the pressing things in 
life, like will Jerry, George, Elaine, 
and Kramer get out of that parking 
garage? 


® Okay, now can Murphy have 
a boyfriend? Even though she has 
fewer sexual partners (count ’em, 
one) than any other character on 
television (and even though she 
didn’t need or want to reproduce), 
Murphy Brown gave birth to a boy 
child. She also became a symbol 
of so-called cultural elitism when 
Dan Quayle blamed the show for 
the disintegration of family values, 
rather than the non-fictional state 
of affairs into which his admini- 
stration had led the country. 


® Here’s the story... ofa 
scurvy chihuahua. Fox chairman 
and brainmeister Barry Diller 
(without whom no Married with 
Children) quit the baby network to 
nibble on greener pastures. An 
even more stunning departure 
from TV land, however, was that 
of John Kricfalusi, creator of The 
Ren & Stimpy Show, Nickelo- 
deon’s cult hit about a dog and cat 
who tell snot jokes. Kricfalusi’s 
inability to meet deadlines (and 
Nick’s refusal to indulge genius) 
meant that the rest of us were 
stuck watching R&S reruns and 
braying for new installments of 


bad taste. 


@ A television democracy. Bill 
Clinton won the presidential 
election because a) voters had lost 
faith in Bush; b) voters thought 
Clinton might alleviate their 
economic woes; c) voters saw him 
play saxophone on Arsenio Hall 
and answer questions on MTV. 
Always important in modern 
elections, TV took on a new 
significance in this year’s 
showdown. Let’s not forget the 
nights Ross Perot bought 30 
minutes of prime time to advertise 
his empire (or the VP debates that 
highlighted the, uh, charms of 
Perot running mate James 
Stockdale). You might say 
George Bush lost because he 
didn’t know he was dealing with a 
new generation of TV watchers. 


© Or a television empire? Of 
even more interest to American 
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voters was who would reign 
supreme on late-night television. 
Johnny Carson signed off in May 
after 30 years of tasteful 
Midwestern hosting, only to leave 
a gaggle of feuding (some with 
their own networks, some with 
each other) talk-show princes 
(Letterman, Leno, Hall) and 
wanna-bes (Whoopi Goldberg, 
Dennis Miller). The end of the 
year has us primed for a 
showdown between Leno on NBC 
and dethroned Carson heir 
Letterman, who’s on his way to 
CBS. But you should ask yourself, 
with all these people talking, is 
anyone listening? 


® How to grow couch potatoes. 
Remember the 1990 children’s 
broadcasting law? The one that 
was going to eliminate cartoons 
starring toys and video-game 
characters? Then why has nothing 
changed on Saturday-morning 
TV? Because the legislation was 
inarticulate enough to allow TV 
honchos to claim that all cartoons, 
even G.I. Joe and Bucky O’Hare, 
are “educational and 
informational.” 
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@ Cable ready? Ready or not, 
cable re-regulation, which 
Congress voted into law this fall, 
means that your cable bills might 
not skyrocket at the current rate. 
On the other hand, it’s likely that 
in the coming years you'll be 
bombarded with more cable 
channels than you ever dreamed 
would fit inside that thick black 
cord. Soon you can pay to have 
500 more television stations fiber- 
opticked into your living room and 
put up with commercials. 


© What’s a network to do? PBS, 
the network funded by Mobil Oil 
and other gigantic corporate 
concerns, is still under fire from 
the right for its allegedly radical 
point of view. A more interesting 
war zone is the one comprising the 
Big Three networks, in which 
NBC, the titan of the 1980s, is 
losing ground to CBS and ABC. 
Sayonara: Cheers, Cosby, The 
Golden Girls, In the Heat of the 
Night, and Late Night with David 
Letterman. Are you listening, L.A. 
Law? 


® What’s a pope to do? In one of 
the most inarticulate acts of public 
demonstration in recent memory, 
rocker Sinéad O’Connor tore up a 
photo of Pope John Paul II on an 
edition of Saturday Night Live. 
Why the pope? (And why not, say, 
Cardinal O’Connor?) We can only 
imagine. For intelligent protest, we 
got Roseanne (Why No Emmy 
Yet?) Arnold, who caught and 
cashed in on the pre-election 
despair and economic gloom of 
her deservedly large viewing 
public. 


@ Out of the easy chair and 
onto the golf course. Alistair 
Cooke signed off permanently, no 
doubt humming the Masterpiece 
Theatre theme as he moves on to 
the proverbial “other projects.” 


RIP: Now that they’ve shuffled 
off the airwaves, Alex (Roots) 
Haley is surely recording the 
genealogy of God’s children with 
wings; Shirley Booth will be 
looking for Mr. B. inside the 
Pearly Gates; Nancy Walker must 
be acting as a surrogate Jewish 
mother for a whole new cast; 
Lawrence Welk will be letting the 
bubbles fill the firmaments; and 
Eric Sevareid, we’re waiting for 
your report.

© Unforgiven. Clint Eastwood 
made his year with this 
consummate Western, which is not 
only a thrilling entertainment but 
that supreme rarity in Hollywood: 
a profoundly moral work. As a 
retired bounty hunter compelled by 
poverty to do one last job, 
Eastwood gives the best 
performziice of his career. He 
subverts and re-invents his macho 
image, critiquing America’s love 
affair with violence even as he 
indulges in it. As a twisted law- 
and-order sheriff, Gene Hackman 
gives one of the best supporting 
performances of the year, and 
Morgan Freeman and Richard 
Harris bring weight and inspiration 
to their roles. The perverse 
sublimity of the ending both 
exhilarates and horrifies. 


© The Player. Robert Altman 
reasserted himself as one of 
America’s greatest directors with 
this self-reflexive, hilarious 
masterpiece. Tim Robbins is 
blithely venal as a high-powered 
Hollywood producer whose 
ruthless climb to the top is 
detoured by a series of death 
threats. Greta Scacchi is 
luminously vacant as the blank 
screen on which Robbins rewrites 
the movie of his life. And Altman 
has perfected his multi-layered 
style; his camera is like a guest at a 
vast, star-studded party stumbling 
toward epiphanies. Far more than 
a parody about how movies get 
made, this is an exploration of 
why they must be. 


© Raise the Red 

Lantern. It’s easy 

to see why the 

Chinese authorities got 

miffed at Zhang Yimou’s exquisite 
fable; this story of courtesans kept 
in a wealthy man’s palace is an 
allegory of universal oppression 
and its consequences. Few 
filmmakers express so much 
visually as does Zhang, and in this 
gorgeous movie all is said in the 
crushing symmetry of the 
architecture and the limpid 
features of Gong Li’s 

face — she may be 

the most beautiful 


actress on the planet. 


© The Crying Game. Since Mona 
Lisa, Neil Jordan has pretty much 
cornered the market on genuine 
romantic obsession, and this film is 
his most radical, startling and 
oddly optimistic to date. Stephen 
Rea is an IRA gunman holding 
British soldier Forest Whitaker 
hostage. After an explosion of 
violence, Rea flees to London to 
seek refuge — and Whitaker’s 
mysterious girlfriend. In a sense 
this film is the lyrical complement 
to Eastwood’s epic, as it ponders 
the nature of violence, love, 
sexuality, and fate. 


® One False Move. First-time 
director Carl Franklin takes us 
from the drugs and sudden death 
of urban chaos to the peace and 
home cooking of the heartland. 
And along that tragic, bloody trail, 
we see that the same longings and 
loss darken both. In LA, three 
thieves steal a 

cache of 
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drugs, leaving the members of two 
households dead. The baddies head 
for Star City, Arkansas, where 
sheriff Bill Paxton is just itching for 
some big city action. Cynda 
Williams gives an Oscar-worthy 
performance as one of the gang, 
and the heartrending climax offers 
one of the most hopeful moments 
in recent cinema. 


@ Deep Cover. Bill Duke applies 
the theme of Ralph Ellison’s 
Invisible Man to the buddy movie 
and comes up with an electrifying 
film noir that cuts to the heart of 
racism and identity. Larry 
Fishburne simmers as an 
undercover cop who blurs the 
distinction between the criminal 
and the lawful in his efforts to 
bring down a drug kingpin. Jeff 
Goldblum explodes as a drug- 
addled mob lawyer who lives the 
black experience vicariously 
through Fishburne. Brutal, 
disturbing, and very funny. 


@ Laws of Gravity. In his debut 
feature, Somerville native Nick 
Gomez seizes the screen like a 
young John Cassavetes or Martin 
Scorsese. It’s an uncompromising 
and consummately skilled slice of 
lowlife that captures the 
American Dream at its most 
squalid and vital. If 
anything, Gomez can be 
faulted for being too

reverent to his influences: the 
weaving handheld camera and 
explosive character interactions 
seem cocky imitations of early 
Cassavetes, and the film’s plot — 
two city punks in a macho death 
dance — seems a reworking of 
Scorsese’s Mean Streets. Still, the 
pathology of these people is 
hypnotically fascinating, a skewed 
mirror of the discontents endemic 
to our culture — the primacy of 
greed, the victimization of women, 
and-the-unreflected rage and 
adolescent posturings of the macho 
sensibility. 


© Brother’s Keeper. A couple of 
years ago, Delbert Ward, a farmer 
living with his three brothers in 
upstate New York, was accused of 
smothering one of them to death. 
The trial is recounted in Joel 
Sinofsky and Bruce Berlinger’s 
meticulous, disturbing, ultimately 
triumphant documentary. It’s a 
suspenseful courtroom drama and 
a fascinating glimpse into a gothic 
version of the nuclear family (the 
Wards are a self-sufficient clan of 
childish hermits). The community 
that once ostracized the brothers 
embraces them in their trouble, 
and the filmmakers record the 
transformation with sympathy and 
objectivity. This movie is a tribute 
to human nature and cinema’s 
power to touch the truth of it. 


® Enchanted April. Happy 
endings are the rule in Hollywood, 
which is too bad because 
Tinseltown does them so badly. It 
could take a lesson from Mike 
Newell, whose adaptation of 
Elizabeth von Arnim’s novel is a 
feel-good movie that you don’t 
have to feel bad about liking. 
Miranda Richardson, Polly 
Walker, and the redoubtable Joan 
Plowright are among a quartet of 
disgruntled Englishwomen who 
flee their lives and mates for a 
holiday at a Italian palazzo. What 
happens there is brilliantly witty, 
highly unlikely, and thoroughly 
delightful. 


@ Gas Food Lodging. As the title 
suggests, Allison Anders’s 
endearing and inventive debut film 
seeks sustenance and stability 
amid the transience of American 
life. Brooke Adams is single 
mother to dysfunctional daughters 
lone Skye and Fairuza Balk, who 
make do in a trailer in a small 
Southwestern town. It’s a grim 
landscape made magical by 
mercurial performances, wry 
and exact details, and a 
dogged, narrative whimsy. 
There’s magic and 
destiny at work in this 
loosely episodic saga.

© Local produce. Milena 
Kalinovska, who signed on as 
chief at the Institute of 
Contemporary Art (ICA) last year, 
guided the museum through the 
last of the David Ross/Elizabeth 
Sussman-planned exhibits, 
including the ambitious, sprawling 
“Montage . . .” show and the 
Annie Leibovitz retrospective, an 
artless money maker. Starting in 
September, Kalinovska began to 
put her mark on the ICA, and a 
worthy one it is. “Ways To See: 
New Art from Massachusetts,” 
heir to the beleaguered mantle of 
Ross’s “Boston Now” shows, 
embraced the local arts 
community by hiring five 
Massachusetts artists to curate 
home-grown installations. The 
result may have been 
disconnected, but it was 
nonetheless a welcome nod to the 
wealth of talent we have here in 
the Commonwealth. 


© Renaissance man. For the 
pure, subtle elegance of fine 
draftsmanship, nothing beat the 
Museum of Fine Arts’ exhibition of 
the studies of the 16th-century 
Franciscan friar Fra Bartolommeo, 
which came to Boston fresh from 
Rotterdam’s Museum Boymans- 
van Beuningen. More than 100 
drawings led us through the classic 
hallmarks of Renaissance 
figuration, putting the good monk 
on a level close to his 
contemporaries Michelangelo and 
Leonardo. 


© Bargain shows. The MFA 
deserves credit for coming up with 
consistently enticing big 
exhibitions on a shoe-string 
budget. Gone are the days of 
blockbusters like 1990’s “Monet in 
the 90s” — the museum has had 
to scrounge through its own vaults 
and those of local collectors for 
cheaper alternatives. Although 
“Crosscurrents,” a mishmash 
Impressionist exhibition, is better 
forgotten, “Prized Possessions” — 
an exhibition of European 
paintings from privately held 
Boston collections — showed off a 
well-rounded panoply of treasures 
dating back to the Renaissance. 
Kudos to curator Peter Sutton for 
his resourcefulness (the MFA 
hadn’t tapped collectors for such a 
show in more than 50 years) and 
vision. 


© Lust, sex, and impure 
thoughts. Thanks to the good 
graces of the rock band Aerosmith 
and playwright Jon Robin Baitz, 
the show went on — despite NEA 
acting director and morality 
watchdog Anne-Imelda Radice’s 
decree that “Corporal Politics” 
(the current exhibition at the List 
Arts Center at MIT) lacks artistic 
merit (read: it’s dirty). “Corporal 
Politics” is unquestionably one of 
the best shows of the year, tough, 
funny, and frightening all at once. 
Curator Helaine Posner has 
brought together works by the 
likes of Kiki Smith, Robert Gober, 
and Annette Messager that take 
on the troublesome relationship

© Death in the family. By the 
same token, the DeCordova’s 
“Good-bye to Apple Pie” tore the 
pretty veneer off the nuclear 
family and revealed a festering 
corpse. “It’s too late,” curator 
Nick Capasso seemed to be 
saying with his selections, which 
included references to alcoholism, 
domestic violence, and child 
abuse. Although this angry, 
provocative show would have 
been stronger if it had balanced 
all the despair with a mustard 
seed of hope, it nonetheless drove 
a nail into the coffin of American 
family life. 


@ Still and all. The Jackie Winsor 
retrospective that passed through 
the MFA last summer was so still 
and silent, like the pause between 
heartbeats, that descriptions seem 


extraneous. Her concrete spheres 
and cubes are so complete in 
themselves, they don’t need a 
viewer to interact with in order to 
be works of art. Winsor invests her 
strictly formed, post-minimalist 
sculptures with an emotional 
energy that true minimalists would 
shy away from, and her 
combination of emotion and 
careful containment packs a quiet 
wallop. 


@ In the beginning. Ann 
Hamilton’s installation “Aleph,” up 
at the List Center in October, was 
a subtle weave of images and 
actions around the idea of the first 
brilliant spark of communication, 
and our desperate efforts to 
rekindle that spark. Hamilton 
transformed the gallery into a vast 
warehouse, lining one wall with 
dry, dusty tomes and wrestling 
dummies. A young man sat at one 
end, erasing his 








own image in a 
mirror and 
replacing it with 
that of a hand. At 
the other end, a 
small video 
monitor showed a 
human mouth 
filled with smooth, 
round stones. Each 
element of the 
installation stood 
on its own; 
together they cast a 
spell in the deep 
quiet of the gallery. 


© Lost and found. 
Without question, 
the most important 
thing the MFA did 
this year was open 
its new Nubian 
Gallery, 86 years 
after the museum 
had sent 
Egyptologist 
George Andrew 
Reisner to excavate 
the site of that 
ancient African 
civilization. The 
new gallery boasts 
the only permanent 
ongoing exhibition 
of Nubian art in 
the United States, 
an art whose

richness and 











complexity rivals that of the 
Egyptians, an art we have, in our 
institutionalized racism, stubbornly 
ignored. The few artifacts from the 
6000-year-old civilization on view 
in the gallery barely scratch the 
surface of the Nubians’ religions, 
political upheavals, language, and 
kin structures. Lucky for us, the 
MFA has plenty more to show; the 
museum owns more than 25,000 
Nubian relics. 


© Live and learn. The ICA under 
Kalinovska has undergone some 
major upheavals this year, not the 
least of which was a significant 
paring down of an already small 
staff. However, the institute has 
invested what money it saved in 
some creative consulting talent: 
curator Bruce Ferguson, who 
helped Kalinovska put together the 
current “Performing Objects” 
show, and educator Philip 
Yenawine. 

Yenawine, who is the director of 
education at the Museum of 
Modern Art in New York, has a 
radically anti-didactic approach to 
bringing art to an audience. His 
wall texts for “Performing 
Objects” don’t instruct — they ask 
leading questions that encourage 
you to look at yourself as well as 
the art. Let’s hope this is the 
leading edge of a trend that will 
change art education throughout 
the world. 


@ Grassroots. The art dealers of 
Boston continue to struggle with a 
flaccid market; this year saw the 
demise of the Thomas Segal 
Gallery and the Zoe Gallery. The 
good news is that despite 
vanishing public funding, artists 
are staying in Boston, and they’re 
devising other ways to get their 
work out in the public eye. 

A remarkable number of smaller, 
artist-run galleries like Gallery Per 
Tutti, Gallery Mu, and the 
Speedway Gallery opened in 
Boston in 1992. The Massachusetts 
College of Art has opened an art 
store where you can buy the work 
of local artists off the wall at a 
reasonable price, all year round. 
And with more attention being peid 
to regional talent not only by the 
ICA but by Boston art dealers, the 
artist community must be feeling 
encouraged about the future.

© My Queer Body 


© Fires in the Mirror (American 
Repertory Theatre’s Fall Festival 
92). A remarkable amalgam of 
investigation and dramatic art, 
visitor Anna Deavere Smith’s 
documentary tapestry woven from 
interviews in the wake of the 1991 
riots in Brooklyn’s Crown Heights 
both probed the interstices and 
peered into the heart of racial 
conflict in America. Combining 
mimicry with empathy, Smith 
represented 29 individuals, on both 
sides of the the black/Jewish 
chasm, with uncanny finesse and 
fidelity; and she poked her hi nan 
microscope into the use of 
language as well. 


® Julius Caesar (Shakespeare & 
Company). Tina Packer’s 
streamlined, stripped-down, six- 
person production brought clarity 
and sizzle to Shakespeare’s play, 
shedding new light on the politics 
and the testosterone pumping 
therein. And the committed 
ensemble — James Goodwin Rice, 
Jonathan Epstein, Kevin Coleman, 
Jason Asprey, Tod Randolph, and 
James Daniels — proved avant- 
garde can be as apt as en garde in 
the enactment of classical carnage. 


® Macbeth (Trinity Repertory 
Company). Richard Jenkins’s 
brutal, boisterous production of 
“the Scottish play” was 
characterized bv blood, guts, and 
crackling-eo°d acting. Jenkins — 


along with his coruscatingly 
introspective thane Timothy Crowe 
and Anne Scurria as Crowe’s 
striding, exultantly sexual missus 
— gave us a Macbeth rough-hewn, 
swift, and existential, its hero 
increasingly unable to pull his feet 
out of their own gory tracks. 


® Marvin’s Room (Cambridge 
Theatre Company). This award- 
winning black comedy by Scott 
McPherson (who died of AIDS in 
November, during its Boston run) 
may be the funniest, and the 
sweetest, play ever to hang humor 
from the gallows and the hope of 
the world on caretaking. An AIDS 
allegory in which the disease is 
never mentioned, the play marries 


sick humor to true tenderness. And 


director David Petrarca, presiding 
over a worthy cast, made sure that 
bond was not torn asunder. 


© Misalliance (American 
Repertory Theatre). Max 
Beerbohm described this Shavian 
gabfest as being “about anything 
and everything that has chanced to 
come into Mr. Shaw’s head.” But 
David Wheeler’s highly hormonal 
staging, on Derek McLane’s 
whimsically stylized set, proved 
Shaw’s cranium a cornucopia 
worth diving into, whether to 
sample thoughts on the means of 
government, the class system, the 
gender gap, or the parent trap. 
This was Shaw the absurdist 


Edwardian, being pulled by the 
whiskers (and a polished ensemble 
headlined by Jeremy Geidt and 
Candy Buckley) into a new and 
giddier dimension. 


@ My Queer Body (Charles 
Playhouse). Performer Tim Miller 
campaigns to reclaim the inventive, 
shame-free, pleasurable 
relationship with his body that got 
lost along the road to growing up 
queer in a straight, sexually fearful 
world. Miller, the beat poet of the 
gay-lib movement (and, not 
coincidentally, one of the NEA 4), 


sings the vulnerability of the body, 
and in doing so he demonstrates 
the power of performance art. No 
wonder Pat Buchanan is afraid of 
him. (Robin Dougherty) 


@ Nativity: The Death of King 
Herod (Bread and Puppet 
Theater) and I Ain’t Yo’ Uncle 
(San Francisco Mime Troupe). 
Bread and Puppet’s gorgeous 
Nativity, which substituted the birth 
of a calf for the coming of Christ, 
and the touring San Francisco 
Mime Troupe’s anarchistic musical 
adaptation of Uncle Tom’s Cabin, 
which had the novel’s characters 
sassing Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
proved that subversive drama is still 
kicking. (Bill Marx) 


© Oleanna (Back Bay Theatre 
Company, as part of the 
American Repertory Theatre’s 
New Stages ’92). Slithering into 
the trenches of the gender battle 
with this stylized, staccato grenade 
of a play (which has since debuted 
Off Broadway), David Mamet 
pushed sensitive buttons and bared 
some ugly truths about sexual and 
academic politics. As played by 
William H. Macy and Rebecca 
Pidgeon, under the author’s 
direction, the drama was sub- 
vintage Mamet in its writing, but it 
turned the power tables with a 
provocateur’s aplomb. 


® Pal Joey (Huntington Theatre 
Company). The most opulent and 
professional regional-theater 
musical in memory, this revival- 
cum reworking of the 1940 
Rodgers & Hart classic (its John 
O’Hara book retooled by Richard 
Greenberg) was a stylish, glinting 
delight. Directed by David Warren 
and smartly choreographed by 
Thommie Walsh, it boasted such a 
strong cadre of women performers 
— Donna Murphy, Judy Blazer, 
Linda Hart, and Carolee Carmello 
— that its bounder-hoofer hero 
(Robert Knepper) must not have 
known what hit him. 


@ The Seagull (American 
Repertory Theatre). Ron Daniels’s 
Hamlet-ized production — abetted 
by the Matisse-inspired water- 
sloshed sets by Antony McDonald 
— emphasized the emotional and 
artistic cannibalism in a play where 
proffered love is a plate pushed 
away. The production also boasted a 
brilliant turn by visiting actor Mark 
Rylance as a near-autistic Treplev. 

Rylance was joined on the roster 
of the year’s great performances 
by Tina Packer in Shirley 
Valentine; Sandra Shipley in Pack 
of Lies and Shirley Valentine; 
Miche Braden in Lady Day at 
Emerson’s Bar & Grill; Jomo I.L. 
Ray, E. Phillip McGlaston, and 
Brian Kleppe in ‘Master Harold’ 
... and the boys; Kathleen 
Patrick in Living in Exile; 
Julie Harris in Lettice & 
Lovage; Alvin Epstein in 
Hedda Gabler; Thomas 
Derrah in The Servant of 
Two Masters; Frances 
Cuka in The Way of the 
World; Colin Lane, Steve 
McConnell, and [an 
Trigger in The Caretaker; 
Frank A. Farrow III in 
Ain’t Misbehavin’; Eric 
Bogosian in Dog Show; 
Jonathan Fried in Trinity 
Rep’s The Seagull; 
Jeremiah Kissel in Rumors;

@® Mark Morris Dance Company 


© Ballet on the edge. Boston 
Ballet’s “On the Edge” festival 
provided four weeks, in March and 
April, of new works by seven of the 
most innovative choreographers of 
our time. Unprecedented in its 
breadth of talent, the festival drew 
phenomenal performances from all 
ranks in the company — especially 
soloists Julie Bacon and Adriana 
Suarez. Our favorites of the nine 
ballets were Bill T. Jones’s Broken 
Wedding (with a heartrending 
performance by principal Carla 
Stallings), Ralph Lemon’s sweet 
and earthy Punchinello, and Twyla 
Tharp’s In the Upper Room, an 
awesome display of incessant, 
highly charged dancing. It was 
heaven on earth. 


© Welcome back, Mr. Morris. 
The 16-member Mark Morris 
Dance Group came to town in 
May and June for the first of three 
annual six-week residencies — 
sponsored by Dance Umbrella — 
comprising technique classes, 
repertory and choreography 
workshops, and outreach services 
to public-school students. The 
performance component of the 
program included three stunners: 
Bedtime, a breathtaking three- 
part song of a dance to 
Schubert’s “Wiegenlied,” 
“Standchen,” and “Erlk6nig”; 
Polka, a nonstop tour de force of 
finger jabs and pelvic slaps to Lou 
Harrison’s relentless Grand Duo 
for Violin and Piano; and the 
darkly magnificent Behemoth (set 
to silence), which pares music 
almost to the vanishing point in 
showing its structure without its 
sound. 


© Still in good companies. 
When the building that houses the 
Dance Complex, at 536 
Massachusetts Avenue in 
Cambridge, was put on the 
auction block in July, the 
Somerville-based Somerset Bank 
outbid all other takers. That left 
the sorely needed studio and 


performance space in the hands 
of the Boston dance community, 
which since October ’91 has run 
classes and staged productions in 
the former Odd Fellows Hall. 


@ Plucky Puck. In February, 
Boston Ballet-soloist Karl Condon 
reprised his acclaimed 
interpretation of the mischievous 
Puck in A Midsummer Night’s 
Dream. With sweet face and swift 
feet, Condon leapt right off the 
stage into our hearts, at the same 
time catapulting into his 
promotion to principal dancer. 


© No Russian back. The Kirov 
(or is it St. Petersburg?) Ballet 
finally visited Boston in June, after 
an absence of nearly 30 years, 
bringing with it the Leonid 
Lavrovsky Romeo and Juliet. 
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Although the production needed a 
little dusting off, ballerina Zhanna 
Ayupova offered up the Juliet of a 
lifetime — “It is the East, and 
Juliet is the sun” indeed. 


@ An American treasure. In 
October, the 22 splendid 
performers of the American Indian 
Dance Theatre displayed the 
intricate footwork, brilliant 
costumes, and spiritual core of 14 
authentic Native American dances 
from across the US and Canada. 
Particularly explosive were 
Cherokee Eddie Swimmer, in the 
magical Hoop Dance, and Sioux 
Kenny Merrick Jr., who plays solo 
flute in Smoke Dance with a 
sweetness that conjures up the 
beauty of the land before it was 
spoiled. Dance Umbrella:was the 
sponsor. 
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@ A gliding swan. The break-up 
of the former Soviet Union made 
“glasnost” a somewhat moot point, 
so Boston Ballet dropped that 
concept for May’s Swan Lake run 
(you may recall the Swan Lake of 
1990, which paired American 
dancers with Russians in the lead 
roles of Odette/Odile and Prince 
Siegfried). Instead, we were 
treated to the local phenomenon of 
the Patrick Armand/Trinidad 
Sevillano partnership; he is 
stunningly virile and charged, she 
is achingly vulnerable and 
passionate. 


© Majestic performances. Ballet 
Theatre of Boston’s June 
performances at the Emerson 
Majestic Theatre proved that this 
chamber-sized local company’s 
time has come. The care that 
artistic director Jose Mateo has 
taken with his dancers is 
apparent in their clean, 
unmannered dancing; his own 
choreographic growth was most 
notable in Schubert Adagio, a pas 
de deux of longing and 
loneliness. Mateo opened up his 
soul and showed us not only the 
hearts of his dancers and 
Schubert, but, hauntingly, our 
own hearts as well. 


® Beauty and Truth. David 
Dorfman’s rich, poignant dances 
tell stories — in blunt words and 
athletic movement — of loss, 
sorrow, betrayal, and love. His 
group piece Partial Truth spins a 
yarn of breached trust and healing 
hands. And his eloquent, 
disjointed solo Dayenu 
communicates through movement 
his verbal admonishment: “You 
know it’s not enough until the 
trembling stops, until the dying 
stops, until the lying stops.” 
Dorfman’s visit was presented by 
the Harvard Summer Dance 
Center in July. 


@ A natural high. Robert 
Davidson’s exquisite Ramses 
Rising saved the first installment of 
Dance Umbrella’s Festival of 
Aerial Dance from sinking like a 
stone in April. The seven-minute 
solo embodies a spirit finally set 
free, and it uses a low-flying 
trapeze to take Davidson, who 
starts as a mummy in a 
sarcophagus, up the “ladder to 
Heaven.”

® Rookies of the year. Hands 
down, Arrested Development, 
whose 3 Years, 5 months, and 2 
days in the Life of . . . 

(Chrysalis/ ERG) was a seamless, 
original blend of hip-hop and the 
wealth of African-American music 
that came before it. Their debut 
single “Tennessee” was long on 
spirit and potency; their latest, 
“Revolution,” from the Malcolm X 
soundtrack, is a righteous flag 
raised high in the face of America’s 
increasingly ugly racial climate. 


© Whose (who’s) alternative? It’s 
official: in 1992 “alternative rock” 
became a marketing slogan for the 
major labels, making that ridiculous 
tag all the more, well, ridiculous. 
Nonetheless, some terrific records 
fell — by accident or design — 
under that rubric: the Singles 
soundtrack, which was full of hard- 
edged bands delivering great old- 
fashioned songs; Ministry’s Psalm 
69; Sugar’s debut Copper Blue; 
Sonic Youth’s Dirty; the Beastie 
Boys’ deliriously messy Check Your 
Head; and my favorite of the lot, 
The End of Silence by the Rollins 
Band, which captures the sound of 
complete musical commitment. 


© Mainstream jamboree. Maybe 
1992 was really the year of Garth 
Brooks, who, after sweeping last 
year’s Country Music Association 
awards, selling millions of records 
and playing to full arenas across the 
country, managed to pull his entire 
catalogue back onto Billboard’s Top 
200 Albums chart when he released 


The Chase and his Christmas disc, 


Beyond the Season this fall. More 
important, Brooks’s lightweight 
country-pop brought this great 
musical form back into the 

mainstream, and helped shed ay 
a little light on other 

deserving up-and-comers 
like Kelly Willis, Alan * 
Jackson, Joe Diffie, Vince «§

Chestnut, Tracy Lawrence, and, of 
course, Alvin and the Chipmunks. 


© Strong folk. Bill Morrissey was 
unanimously and deservedly hailed 
for Inside (Philo/Rounder), the 
terrific follow-up to Standing Eight, 
the album that marked his 
blossoming as one of America’s 
great songwriters. It’s impossible to 
hear songs like “The Man from Out 
of Town” and “Off White Dress” 
without being affected. And kudos 
to the Story, whose homonymous 
debut deserved to graduate to the 
majors, and did in early ’92. 


© Beantown beat. There was 
hubbub in the Hub’s music scene. 
New albums from Big Catholic 
Guilt (who won the WBCN Rock 
’n’ Roll Rumble) and the 360’s 
rocked us; the break-up of Big 
Dipper, Bullet LaVolta, the 
Neighborhoods, and the Cavedogs 
shocked us. Best single: Dipper’s 
swan song, “We Cannot Wake Up 
the King”; best album was Come’s 
deep, dark secret of a debut, 
Eleven:Eleven (Matador). 

In the clubs, the 1270 became 
Quest, the hippest new dance spot; 
the Roxy metamorphosed into 
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Silverado; Bill’s Bar started kicking 
out the jams with live rock on 
Tuesdays; Wednesdays at Axis 
become the hang-out for the serious 
metal crowd; the Channel reopened 
and the Middle East premiered its 
beautiful new downstairs room 
(both were needed shots in the arm 
for local rockers); and House of 
Blues jumped into the spotlight in 
late November with a series of gala 
parties that people are still 
recovering from. 

The Mighty Mighty Bosstones, 
Aimee Mann, and Orangutang were 
among the Bostonians scooped up 
by major labels as the year came to 
a close. And hey, let’s hear three 
cheers for Barrence Whitfield, who 
remains Boston’s best rock-and-roll 
export (with the new Savage Tracks 
on France’s New Rose label) and 
most dependable great night out. 
Ow! Ow! Ow! 


@ Baby, come back! Hands down, 
the year’s most welcome return was 
ELP . . . Wait! I’m joking! It was 
Television, whose Television 
(Capitol) was moody, obtuse music 
that brought the minimalist 
aesthetic to life in twin-guitar 
rock. Despite a 
lackadaisical 
performance at the 
Paradise, songs like 


@ Body Count 
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“Call Mr. Lee” hang in your ears 
months after their first hearing. 


@ Censorshit. Artists continued to 
take a beating from the right, and it 
came to a head this year with “Cop 
Killer” — a revenge fantasy penned 
by Ice-T for his thrash-metal band 
Body Count’s debut album. 
Regardless of Ice-T’s motives, the 
simple truth is that songs like this 
wouldn’t get written if some bad 
cops didn’t behave like fascists. 
Nonetheless, Ice-T caved in to 
intense pressure from national police 
organizations and politicians (as well 
as Time-Warner, who, as T’s label 
was threatened with picketing and 
boycotts) and removed the cut from 
the Body Count album. 
Unfortunately, that paved the way 
for nervous labels to begin 
censoring the contents of their 
artists’ work, which has delayed 
new releases by a host of artists — 
most notably the critically acclaimed 
Tragedy, the Intelligent Hoodlum. 
Not surprisingly, most of these are 
black artists who write about life on 
the increasingly mean, economically 
bombshelled streets. The good news 
is that Alternative Tentacles — 
which was shattered a few years ago 
when the label was busted for 
including H.L. Gieger’s art in a 
Dead Kennedys album jacket (A.T. 
won the battle but went broke in the 
process) — now plans to release 
“Cop Killer” as a single. Buy it. 


© The hip-hop tip. Since the ’70s, 
rock’s death has been loudly 
proclaimed. Now we’re starting to 
hear the same thing about hip-hop. 
But maybe it’s just maturity, and 
not rigor mortis, that’s set in. 
Nonetheless, fresh beats seemed 
scarce, and even albums by 
stalwarts like Public Enemy and 
KRS-One seemed shallow and 
dated. If anything, dancehall seems 
to be emerging as the new sound 
of the clubs and the streets. | 


® MTVote. Not only did MTV hit 
on something cool with its 
continuing series of “Unplugged” 
performances, its programming 
mavens sensed that shift in political 
interests coursing through young 
America, and in between clips from 
Gun N’ Roses and Nirvana they 
managed to slip in a personal 
appearance by saxophonist Bill 
Clinton. Rock the Vote indeed. 


© Unclassifiable. Two wonderful 
releases steadfastly remained in 
categories of their own, thanks to 
the singular vision of their creators. 
Diamanda Galas released The 
Singer (Mute), a retooling of 
traditional blues and gospel for the 
age of AIDS. Her virtuosic banshee 
performances are riveting, 
undeniable portraits of the human 
spirit in agony. And Tom Waits 
made Bone Machine (Island), a 
work of mutant genius that 
contains his most idiosyncratic 
sonics and some of his best writing. 
After all these years, he’s still a 
reservoir of largely untapped 
genius.

@ Still Dizzy. Dizzy Gillespie, 
probably the great surviving 
master of the bebop era (and 
therefore, an architect of the 
modern sound, and of modern 
trumpet), celebrated his 75th 
birthday, was féted at concerts 
and festivals internationally, and 
was represented on record by the 
essential Dizzy’s Diamonds 
collection (Verve) and an all-star 
birthday tribute recorded live at 
New York’s Blue Note, To Diz 
with Love (Telarc). Hear, hear. 


@ Inside, from the Center. 
Despite our skepticism about jazz 
repertory, the Lincoln Center Jazz 
Orchestra, with artistic director 
Wynton Marsalis and 
conductor/researcher David 
Berger, proved that scholarship 
doesn’t necessarily squelch swing. 
Their all-Ellington performances 
on Portraits by Ellington 
(Columbia) and at Symphony Hall 
in October weren’t museum 
pieces, but living, breathing jazz. 
New Year’s wish: that on their 
next tour the LCJO include among 
the classics newly commissioned 
works and pieces by living 
masters. Muhal Richard Abrams 
and Randy Weston wouldn’t be 
bad for starters. 


© Brooklyn beat. Steve Coleman, 
the young alto-saxophonist, 
bookended 1992 with two of the 
year’s best records, Rhythm in 
Mind and Drop Kick (both 
RCA/Novus). Although the first 
focused on the tradition (with 
guest elder statesmen pianist 
Tommy Flanagan and saxist Von 
Freeman) and the latter was an 
excursion with his contempo-funk 
band Five Elements, these records 


at their best presented unique 
music that was beyond category. 


© Viva Mili. Vocalist Bermejo has 
been ascendant the past couple of 
years, developing her singular style 
and repertoire, ranging from 
Latin-American folk to jazz 
standards and originals. On /Ay 
Amor! (Green Linnet), Boston- 
based Bermejo and bassist Dan 
Greenspan (with guest guitarist 
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Mick Goodrick) create their own 
kind of cabaret art songs. The 
result is sublime. 


© Three times two. The release of 
Jimmy Giuffre 3, 1961 (ECM) was 
easily the reissue of the year. 
When the music was originally 
released, on the Verve albums 
Fusion and Thesis, it set a standard 
for empathic collective 
improvisation and ensemble 
sound. Just as welcome has been 
the reunion of the band (reedman 
Giuffre with bassist Steve Swallow 
and pianist Paul Bley) and their 
MIT performance in July. 


@ Re-inventing the mambo. For 
energy, invention, and the sheer 
visible joy of playing, a lot of the 
older cats are cutting the young 
turks by a mile. Israel “Cachao” 
Lopez — bass player, bandleader, 
reputed inventor of the mambo — 
made his first-ever visit to Boston 
when he and his Afro-Cuban big 
band played at Villa Victoria in 
April and blew the roof off. 


@ Youth in bloom. One of the 
pleasures of watching young players 
is seeing them grow before your 
eyes. Pianist Geoff Keezer seems to 
develop by leaps and bounds 
between each Boston appearance. In 
fact, by the time World Music, his 
most recent DIW/Columbia 
recording, was out, he had already 
taken another step. His appearance 
with tenor-sax phenom Joshua 
Redman and bassist Christian 
McBride in September at the 
Regattabar was transcendent. 


© Crossing boundaries. Forty- 
seven-year-old composer/multi- 
saxophonist Anthony Braxton has 
been without a major-label 
affiliation for years, and he hasn’t 
played Boston for several, but out 
of the limelight he continues to 
grow with indomitable brilliance. 
In fact, he may be one of the few 
jazz composers whose work blurs 
the distinctions between classical 
and jazz. His pieces on disc with 
German chamber ensembles is 
lucid and swinging, and his quartet 
(with pianist Marilyn Crispell) has 
grown to become one of the best 
working bands in jazz. See 
hatArt’s recording of the 
“classical” ensembles as well as 
Willisau Quartet (1991). 


® ’Round the worldbeat. Is it jazz, 
folk, classical? The great Pakistani 
tenor Nusrat Ali Fateh Kahn 
certainly has one of the most 
remarkable voices of any category, 
and he makes improvised music of 
the highest order. He stunned a sell- 
out audience at Sanders Theatre in 
October. You could call Los 
Mufiequitos de Matanzas a folk- 
dance ensemble, but that wouldn’t 
do justice to their extraordinary 
musicianship, a vocal and 
percussion style that is at the heart 
of all Afro-Cuban music, especially 
jazz. Another sell-out, this one was 
in November at Kresge Auditorium. 


® Six-string skronk. No, it wasn’t 
the Rootless Cosmopolitans. 
Guitarist Marc Ribot called his 
quartet Old Baby. Whatever they 
were, they brought a sweat at the 
Middle East in November. 
Employing elements of jazz, rock, 
and new-music experimentalism, 
Ribot, with guitarist Chris Wood, 
bassist Sebastian Steinberg, and 
drummer Dougie Bowne, cooked 
up a concoction that was vital, 
rocking, unpredictable, yet clearly 
driven by its own inner logic — 
which is to say, Ribot’s crafty 
arrangement of music’s spare parts.

® Keys to the city. Three Bank 
of Boston Celebrity Series 
pianists deserved highest honors: 
Maurizio Pollini, who performed 
in March; Dubravka Tomsic in 
April; and Moura Lympany, 
making her Boston debut in 
November at age 76, filling in for 
Murray Perahia.

@ The Garden Next Door 
(Grove Press). Not as gloriously 
mythopoetic as José Donoso’s 
masterpiece, The Obscene Bird of 
Night, but a comic and sometimes 
erotic meditation on creative 
exhaustion. Originally published in 
Spain in 1981, the novel packs a 
surprise ending that redeems 

the Chilean author’s unusual 
descent into the realm of domestic 
realism. 


© The Virtues of the Solitary 
Bird (Serpent’s Tail). The latest 
lyrical cry from Spain’s greatest 
living novelist, Juan Goytisolo, 
finally gets a hearing in the US. 
This short novel is an intense, 
sometimes cryptic, weave of voices 
of the dispossessed — who range 
from a woman stricken with AIDS 
to St. John of the Cross, the 
Spanish poet and mystic. 
Apocalyptic darkness vies with 
episodes of mystical illumination 
wrenched out of “the solitude of 
wounded love.”

(New Directions). Nobel prize- 
winning writer Camilo José Cela’s 
multi-layered novel uncovers the 
rampant foolishness beneath the 
macho mystique of the Spanish 
Civil War.

Rosa 
Chacel’s experimental 
autobiographical novel (written in 
1976, when she was 78) 
chronicles the 1920s heyday of 
Spanish bohemia, which was 
destroyed by Franco, Chacel’s 
complex chronicle of a pair of 
budding women artists is conveyed 
with Proustian flair rather than 
feminist earnestness. 


® Love’s Mansion (Random 
House).

A fusion of 
fiction and autobiography, the 
book is the narrator’s attempt to 
immortalize his energetic parents, 


a mismatched couple whose 
conflicting devotion to art and war 
forged the writer’s idiosyncratic 
sensibility. 


© Wise Children (Farrar 
Straus Giroux). Angela Carter’s 
final novel (she died in February) 
is her warmest and most 
infectious romp, a Shakespearean 
fantasia about theater, family, 
and the strange places where 
acting and kinship intersect. 
Carter’s ribald hymn to the 
hearth comes with a radical spin: 
the book is about how mothers 
make the best fathers. And how 
an inscrutable God stands up for 
bastards. 


@ Little Jinx (Northwestern 
University Press). Russian 
expatriate Andrei Sinyavsky 
published this deceptively modest 
novella under the pen name 
Abram Tertz in France in 1980. 
It’s a wry meditation on the 
ambiguity of authorial identity —

what with Sinyavsky the liberal 
thinker and Tertz the transgressor 
fighting for supremacy. A fable 
about bad faith in which the 
paradoxes of human nature, as 
well as the contradictions of 
history, are rooted in spiritual 
split-personality. 


© A Feast in the Garden 
(Harcourt Brace Jovanovich). 
Hungarian novelist George 
Konrad is an architect of the soul, 
a writer whose blueprints are 
artfully battered documents of 
literary modernism, plans 
smudged by the footprints of 
history and shredded by countless 
cuts of inhumanity. His first novel 
in 10 years, this volume proffers 
Konrad’s strongest image of 
brotherhood in the face of 
barbarity yet. A whirlwind of 
passion drives his characters, who 
fall roughly into two sets of 
romantic triangles, and into free- 
floating, through not directionless, 
lives. 


® Turning Back the Sun 
(Harper/Collins). Britisher Colin 
Thurbron’s fiction gives us the 
twisted underbelly of his 
impeccably sane travel writing. 
Focusing on characters bedeviled 
with a sense of exile, he probes 
the idea of home as pathology and 
pastorale, of ostracism as escape 
and entanglement. This book, 
which was short-listed for the 
1991 Booker Prize, is a searching 
vision of the Fall set in 
mysteriously mythic terrain. 


@ Yes and Old Masters 
(University of Chicago). Two 
posthumously translated exercises 
in poetic nihilism from 
postmodernism’s Oscar the 
Grouch, Austrian writer Thomas 
Bernhard. Old Masters dramatizes 
the death of art by way of an 
obsessive relationship between a 
nebbishy teacher and a 
musicologist. The acidic Yes 
presents an uncharacteristically 
tender friendship between a 
scientist and a woman determined 


to end it all.

Gordon S. Wood argues that 
the American Revolution 
produced a society far more 
fluid than anything imagined by 
the founding fathers in The 
Radicalism of the American 
Revolution (Knopf). 


@ Local color. Richard 
Freeland’s shamefully 
underreviewed study Academia’s 
Golden Age: Universities in 
Massachusetts, 1945-1970 
(Oxford) may sound like a dry 
tome, but it is an elegantly 
written piece of social history 
that can take its place with pride 
next to the work of Arthur 
Schlesinger Sr., Oscar Handlin, 
and Samuel Eliot Morison. 
James M. O’Toole’s Militant and 
Triumphant (University of Notre 
Dame), about Cardinal William

It is true, as Henry 
Louis Gates writes in the 
forward, that “[p]art of what’s 
so valuable about Tate’s role as 
a cultural critic is the way he 
negotiates the contradictions 
that underlie black American 
culture.” And it’s also true that 
whether he’s considering King 
Sunny Adé, Don DeLillo, the 
GOP, or Bensonhurst, Greg 
Tate writes like a mutherfucker. 


® Good things in a slim 
volume. Screening History

(Princeton), the Hyde Edition, 
edited by Bruce Redford.

eorge Bernard Shaw’s 
nautically accoutered 
Heartbreak House is part 
Love Boat, part flounder- 
ing Ship of State, with a 


| cast of characters that, except for being re- 
| lentlessly human and quite unable to pair 


off in orderly fashion, would make a great 


| menage for Noah’s Ark. At the American 


Repertory Theatre, where it’s manned by 


| much the same crew that steered last sea- 
| son’s wild and sparkling Misalliance, 
| Shaw’s grand vessel embarks on a delight- 
| ful cruise but never really hits deep water. 
| It does, however, lurch into its final, exis- 


tential harbor with some smokeworks wor- 
thy of John Singer Sargent. 

Shaw, much influenced by Chekhov, 
called this his masterwork — “a fantasia in 
the Russian manner on English themes.” 
And lest anyone wonder what theme he 
was on, he ventured to spell things out. 
“Heartbreak House,” he tells us, “is cul- 
tured, leisured Europe before the war” — 
its indolent if cultivated gentry humping 
below decks as civilization heads for the 
rocks. (No supermen and feminine life- 
forces, the denizens of Heartbreak House 
are beautiful, ensnaring women and the 
men who dally with them when they ought 
to be at England’s rudder.) The play was 
begun in 1913, on the eve of World War I, 
but remained unproduced until the slaugh- 
ter Shaw had foreseen and railed against 
was concluded. Even the great Fabian fin- 
ger-wagger realized that “war cannot bear 
the terrible castigation of comedy.” 

Still, Heartbreak House does dare to 
bring its assemblage of amorous, ineffectu- 
al seamen and sirens to the brink of disas- 
ter — over which they peep, as bombs 
burst in air, like eager-beaver thrill seekers. 
The spark having gone out of love, Shaw’s 
outmoded heartbreakers, as yet unaware of 
the horror of modern carnage, look to re- 
flick their Bics in death. Only authorial 
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mouthpiece Captain Shotover — Shaw’s 
old salt of a Lear — and his “spiritual 
bride,” young Ellie Dunn, are aware that to 
achieve anything one must progress be- 
yond petty heartbreak and mere happiness. 
At ART, under David Wheeler’s direc- 
tion, the approach to Armageddon — em- 
bodied by Royal Miller’s Errol Flynn-esque 
Hector Hushabye, who raises the sail and 
shinnies up the huge mast that protrudes 
from the drawing-room floor as if Shot- 
over’s old ship had sunk beneath the rug — 
is positively swashbuckling. It does, howev- 
er, lack pathos — perhaps because Wheeler 
believes the play’s idlers, if not its “practical 
men of business,” can still be saved. 
Missing from the eminently enjoyable 
ART production, I think, is the almost 
melancholic surrealism that gradually in- 
trudes on the best renderings of Heart- 
break House. Wheeler hints at the play’s 
underlying mournfulness at the end of the

first act when Shotover, his seductress 
daughter Hesione, and Hesione’s lady- 
killing husband, Hector, share a near-po- 
etic exchange that’s moodily lit and tinged 
with anger and regret. But, for the most 
part, this Heartbreak House runs on the 
same slightly loopy, ravishingly literate li- 
bidinousness that fueled Wheeler’s Misal- 
liance. It even has a similarly whimsical/ 
ethereal set — this one backed by a dark 
blue yonder — by Derek McLane, in 
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which bits and pieces of Shotover’s ship- 
house seem not only to break mooring but 
to defy gravity. 

Jeremy Geidt — barefoot and oil- 
sweatered, as if ready for Gilligan’s Island 
— is a dottily pugnacious Shotover, closer 
to Popeye than Sinbad. He’s spot-on with 
the ancient mariner’s oft-hilarious abrupt- 
ness, but lacks his seer-like fragility. To- 
ward the end, when Shotover pulls out the 
brimstone to preach about civilization 
adrift, Geidt rises to the occasion but with 
more thunder than keen despair. As Ellie, 
ART newcomer Tracy Sallows seems to the 
Shavian manor born; she has sweetness, 
strength, and visionary grit. My only quib- 
ble is that her transformation from roman- 
tic idealist to Shotover’s steely co-conspir- 
ator is too sudden and too complete. 

As the “devil’s granddaughters,” bo- 
hemian Hesione and her beckoningly-stiff- 
upper-lipped sister, Lady Utterwood, Mar- 
garet Gibson and Candy Buck- 
ley flex their wiles very different- 
ly. Gibson is a deliciously Cow- 
ard-esque Hesione — part vix- 
en, part vampire — with a 
markedly self-aware sadness at 
her core. Buckley has com- 
manding snap but misses the 
tragedy in her character’s all- 
too-real propriety. 

As Hector, Miller looks won- 
derful — like some pirate-po- 
tentate —- and manages, amaz- 
ingly, to suggest self-loathing 
without rufflement. And Jack 
Willis, breaking a tea-time apple 
with his bare hands, manages to 
interject into crybaby industrial- 
ist Boss Mangan a soupcon of 
menace that he never quite los- 
es. Still, the soulless, practical 
Mangan (who spends much 
time symbolically sprawled on a 
coil of ropes) can’t help but be vanquished 
by the better talkers. 

And Heartbreak House, like any Shavian 
edifice, is home to some marvelous talk, 
both great and small. In that respect, the 
shimmeringly aesthetic and garrulous ART 
production, its repartee if not its monumen- 
tal disillusion hanging as gorgeously in the 
air as the furniture, is a feast for eye and 
ear. It’s definitely a House worth visiting — 
if you don’t go looking for the basement. Q

Al Pacino gets blind-sided in Scent of a Woman

he year is drawing to a close, 
and Hollywood is pushing 
for the gold — not just at 
the box office, but at the 
Academy Awards. Given the 
Oscar success of films such as My Left 
Foot, Awakenings, and Born on the Fourth 
of July, infirmities seem the way to go. 
That’s apparently the justification for Mar-

tin Brest’s overlong, clumsy, and unfortu- 
nately titled Scent of a Woman. 

Based loosely on Dino Risi’s Profumo di 
Donna (1974), this is partly the story of 
Lieutenant Colonel Frank Slade, a blind, 
retired army officer holed up in embittered 
alcoholic misery with his niece’s family. 
Played by Al Pacino, he’s a sinister, sarcas- 
tic wit with a nasty attitude, a death wish, 
and a voice like Foghorn Leghorn as 
played by George Carlin. 

Pacino is fitfully hilarious as he drifts 
into a mordant stream of consciousness 
that’s reminiscent of his performance in 
Dick Tracy (1990) or in this year’s Glen- 
garry, Glen Ross, spouting nihilistic 
gnomisms and drifting into loopy, insult- 
ing riffs. Needless to say, his caretakers 
(he refers to them as “the Flintstones”) are 


eager to get him off their hands for the 
Thanksgiving weekend, and they hire cal- 
low and idealistic Charlie Simms, a poor 
but honest prep school student played by 
perennial prepster Chris O’Donnell. 

After abusing Charlie during a job inter- 
view (“I’m sick of you runny-nosed snots 
in tweed studying to be George Bush”), 
the Colonel coerces him into taking him 
on a final fling in New York, where he sets 
up headquarters at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
Here Brest opts for another Oscar ploy: if 
you make the Hoffman character a cynical 
swinger and the Cruise character a simple- 
ton with integrity, Scent of a Woman be- 
comes a variation on Rain Man, It’s obvi- 
ous that Charlie’s innocence and the 
Colonel’s experience are going to rub off 
on each other, but before that happens the

humor in an old formula

ny film to which the word 
“empowerment” can be 
applied usually involves 
two-plus hours of touchy- 
feely platitudes and bogus 
political correctness steeped in trite and 
sentimental melodrama. You know the tra- 
| dition — basically, a knee-jerk debase- 
| ment of the tart and subtle “women’s pic- 
tures” of the ’30s and ’40s that hit full 
steam with 1989’s Steel Magnolias and 
| reached an emetic peak this year with 
| Fried Green Tomatoes. 
Used People follows much the same for- 
| mula as those films — retrenched dys- 
functionality redeemed by laughs and tears 
| and big climactic hugs. It also has much 


the same cast: Shirley MacLaine, Kathy 
Bates, and Jessica Tandy, all banging their 
Best Actress Oscars together. But there 
are unexpected delights found here: the 
garlicky twist of Marcello Mastroianni and 
the skewed direction and perverse taste of 
British director Beeban Kidron (Oranges 
Aren’t the Only Fruit, Antonia and Jane) 
— ingredients that draw out the darker, 
stranger flavors and leave the meat intact. 
This isn’t William Wyler or Howard 
Hawks, but it isn’t Fried Green Zucchinis, 
either. Under Kidron’s direction, the cast 
taps into the genuine feelings beneath the 
pat stereotypes, and the generic narrative 
takes some beguiling detours before set- 
tling into its inevitable resolutions. 
MacLaine, for example, gives her best 
performance in a decade as Pearl, a tough 
and harried Jewish housewife blessed with 
two disordered daughters — pampered 
Norma (Marcia Gay Harden) and over- 
weight Freida (Bates and food yet again) 
— and her wayward husband, Jack (Bob 
Dishy). It’s 1946, and Jack has returned to 
the mean furnishings of his Bronx apart- 
ment late and with a sheepish expression. 


Pearl’s thin-lipped resignation changes to 
perplexity and then alarm as Jack puts a 
disc on the record player and dances with 
her by the window. 

Twenty-three years later, Jack is dead, 
and the accumulated bitterness and disap- 
pointment of an entire family are on 
grotesque display at his funeral. Norma 
has lost a child and a husband and has 
taken to dressing up like celebrities (Jackie 
Kennedy in black for this occasion) to fill 
the void and to. drive her surviving son 
Swee’ Pea (Matthew Branton) bonkers. 
Freida has lost a husband, gained two kids 
and about a hundred pounds, and has 
moved back in with her mother. These and 
other mourners fill their faces with the fu- 
neral meats, riffle Jack’s paltry belongings, 
and with their thoughtless sympathy drive 
Pearl into the refuge of her bedroom. 

A life as a widow and caretaker to a 
brood of loonies stretches before her, but 
something unforeseen, if generically con- 
ventional, intervenes. Joe (Mastroianni), a 
perfect stranger with a mellifluous Italian 
accent, two-tone shoes, and quotations 
from Shakespeare’s 34th Sonnet, appears 
at the door. He asks Pearl out for coffee. 
To everyone’s astonishment, including her 
own, she accepts. 

Joe, it seems, has been in love with Pearl 
since that fateful night in 1946 when he 
saw her dancing in the window with Jack. 
She is his Beatrice, but she’s not so sure 
he’s her Prince Charming. For one thing, 
what he offers is not so much an escape as 
a new set of problems. His large, messy 
family is like an out-take from Moon- 
struck. And Pearl has not only her own 
multi-generational troubles to work out, 
but the anger and frustrated desires of two 
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Colonel crashes his brother’s Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner and nearly rips out his 
nephew’s larynx. 

Charlie tries to bail out, but Slade woos 
him with dinner at the Oak Room, where 
he demonstrates his uncanny knack for 
identifying women’s perfume (unlike blind 
Uma Thurman in Jennifer 8, who’s the ob- 
ject of a peeping tom’s gaze, the macho 
Slade remains a voyeur, though an olfac- 
tory one). Charlie gains further respect for 
the foul-tempered curmudgeon when 
Slade dances the tango with the ethereal 
Gabrielle Anwara, and later takes him for a 
spin in a Ferrari. Blind or not, the Colonel 
is still an excellent driver. | 

The Colonel’s demons get the best of 
him, however, and in an excruciatingly 
prolonged confrontation he and Charlie 
wrestle over whether he should commit | 
suicide. (Here O’Donnell gets his big line: | 
“Give me the gun, Colonel.”) Had some | 
attempt been made to account for Slade’s 
nasty attitude, the argument might have 
held some interest, but by this point Slade 
has become a wearisome caricature. 

After spending an hour and a half with 
the caustic Colonel, we feel like we’re owed | 
some explanation for his behavior. Instead 
the film hedges its bets by phasing into an- 
other Oscar-winning formula, culled from 
Dead Poets Society. It seems poor Charlie 
is caught up in conflict between honor and 
conformity at school, and all ends well with 
the inevitable speechifying. At more than 
two and a half hours, Scent of a Woman 
feels as long as an Oscar winner. But it still 
smells like a loser. 

* 

Al Pacino, twice nominated for an Oscar 
but never a winner, admits that having a 
handicap in a role gives you an edge: 
“When given an obstacle, a physical thing 
abnormal to you, you relish the opportuni- 
ty to do it because anything that takes fo- 
cus off yourself is a handle for the charac- 
ter. You see actors who like to play parts 
in which they’re deformed, or they’ve got a 
mask. When I played in Dick Tracy I had 
the cover of the mask and body. It makes 
you less self-conscious. It frees you up. A 
thing like being blind becomes an obstacle 
you can use. It puts you in the scene and 
makes you believe it even more.” 

As for the resemblance between Scent 
and pictures such as Rain Man, Dead Po- 
ets Society, or any of the countless tear- 
jerkers about the infirm and fatally ill that 
spring up at this time of the year, director 
and co-writer Marty Brest denies that it 
was intentional. 

“The story came out of endless discus- 
sions with Bo [Goldman, who authored the 
screenplay] and myself about our back- 
grounds, values, and problems,” Brest says. 
“We'd have these six-hour psychiatric ses- 
sions after which we’d do two hours of 
work which we vomited out of our spirits 
and evolved into the story that you see as 
the combination of those things, though it 
certainly wasn’t our intention.” Q 


decades of conformity. It’s in these scenes 
that the film blithely threatens to break out 
of the straitjacket of predictability. 

Kidron takes particular delight in the 
folie 4 dieux between Norma and Swee’ 
Pea. Following Jack’s death, Swee’ Pea 
takes it into his head that Grandpa has sur- 
rounded him with a force-field that makes 
him invulnerable, and he tests his theory by 
touching the third rail and jumping off 
buildings and the like. Norma at first re- 
sponds with denial and by dressing up like 
Marilyn Monroe in Some Like It Hot and 
Audrey Hepburn in Breakfast at Tiffany’s., 
but when she learns that her boy is secretly 
seeking the counsel of a sleazy psychiatrist, 
her maternal side asserts itself, and she de- 
cides to reclaim him. In a brilliant, hilari- 
ous sequence, she seduces the shrink in the 
guise of Mrs. Robinson in The Graduate, 
and neither her victim nor the audience can 
guess the full implications of her scheme 
until she fulfills it. 

Not all is inspired wackiness, though. 
Kidron guides her cast to their deepest and 
most troubling emotions. When MacLaine 
tells Bates that her rage could blow her to 
pieces, you believe it. And at a disastrous 
dinner between the two families, Mas- 
troianni responds to Harden’s petulant ob- 
scenities with an explosion of wrath that 
shatters his air of a sexy Geppetto. 

A lesser director might have bloated the 
comedy into schtick, or the drama into 
mawkishness, but Kidron shrewdly balances 
the tones and points of view and delays the 
neat conclusion as long as possible. Al- 
though the laughs, tears, hugs, and accor- 
dion solo come in as predicted, the humani- 
ty still prevails. Kidron knows and loves 
these people too much to abuse them. Q 
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Barry Levinson’s latest film 
is a disappointing folly

hen visionary directors 
go off the deep end on 
some loony project, 
they usually have tech- 
nique to fall back on. 
But when the same thing happens to main- 
stream directors, their ability to involve us 
in a story doesn’t count for much if the 
material is cuckoo to begin with. 

Nothing in Barry Levinson’s previous 
work could have prepared you for the folly 
of Toys. Levinson (who wrote the film 12 
years ago with wife Valerie Curtin) means 





| this film to be a series of awe-inspiring 
| surprises, but he’s a man without a whiff 








of the wondrous or the bizarre. 

The movie is a fantasy about a dying toy 
manufacturer (Donald O’Connor) who 
gives his brother, a hawkish general 
(Michael Gambon), control over his facto- 
ry. The idea is that the general will set a 
responsible example for the toymaker’s 
two grown, irresponsible children, son 
Leslie (Robin Williams) and spacy daugh- 


of macabre enchantment, but his idea of 
grotesque wit is looming close-ups and 
camera angles that look as if they’d been 
taken from the point of view of an ocean- 
liner passenger trying to get his sea legs. 
It’s easy to see where the plot is heading: 
the good, gentle toymakers will have to res- 
cue their factory from the evil general. 
What really takes Toys over the line into lu- 
nacy, however, is the way Levinson and 
Curtin use this scenario as the basis for a 
politically correct fairy tale. The general 
plans to produce toy-scale — but armed 
and working — tanks and planes, whose 
tiny size will save the military money in a 
time of threatened cutbacks (not to men- 
tion enabling them to evade radar), and 
which will be remote-control-operated by 
kids raised on video games. Kids are so 
used to computerized destruction, the gen- 
eral claims, they won’t know the difference. 
Is this Barry Levinson’s idea of a politi- 
cal movie — Nintendo addicts as the 
bringers of Armageddon? Are the self-con- 
gratulatory jokes about “FAO Schwarz- 
kopf” his idea of satirical wit? Isn’t it 
miserly to devise a magic world as a way of 
tricking us into swallowing our medicine? 
And Levinson wastes the gifted Michael 
Gambon when the part could easily have 
been played by a bull’s-eye. When, at the 
end, the director indulges in a destruction 
orgy in which the factory’s lovely old-fash- 
ioned wind-up toys are blown to bits by the 
general’s toy army, the joy and innocence 
he’s extolling literally lose out to good old- 





ter Alsatia (Joan Cusack).

The factory, where most of the action 
takes place, is plunked down in the midst 
of rolling green hills awash in tall grass; 
nothing else is visible. But Levinson 
doesn’t evince any belief in this fantastical 
setting. What he appears to believe in — 
and what the film asks us to admire — is 
the work his design team has done (Ferdi- 
nando Scarifoti was the visual consultant 
and Adam Greenberg shot it). 

The Magritte references feel tacked on, 
but there are some amazing things: a bed 
canopy shaped like a giant duck that de- 
scends onto the bed as if the sleeper were 
an egg that needed warming; a house that’s 
an enormous white box whose front end 
lowers like a fold-out greeting card and 
blends, trompe I’oeil style, against the sky. 
Yet instead of revealing these wonders 
slowly, like Drosselmeier in The Nutcrack- 
er, teasing the party guests with what’s in 
his sack, Levinson lets them just sit there, 
as if it were story time and he were holding 


| the book open for us to see the pictures. 


The cast are directed to perform in an 


| exaggerated playacting manner. If they’d 


been allowed to behave as if the surround- 
ing oddities were their natural environ- 
ment, the picture might not seem so bar- 


| ren and desperate. At times, Levinson ap- 


pears to be trying for Tim Burton’s brand 


fashioned high-concept calculation. 

An expensive movie like this has to stick 
to its game plan if it wants to recoup its 
costs. That doesn’t leave the actors any 
freedom to play, which is particularly bad 
for someone like Robin Williams. He gets to 
improvise some (including one fast, hilari- 
ous bit using a dinner napkin and his fist to 
make a Mother Teresa puppet), but essen- 
tially he’s like a daisy trying to stop a tank. 

Though that might not be all bad. If 
there were more focus on his role, it might 
have sent him into his dear, elfin mode. As 
it stands, however, Williams seems more 
an innocent, if occasionally amusing, by- 
stander in somebody else’s catastrophe. 
He’s given some support from Robin 
Wright as his love interest, who reveals a 
cut-up’s ability to match up with Williams, 
but she’s trampled too. 

Joan Cusack is the only genuinely won- 
drous thing about Toys. All saucer eyes and 
sideways smile, her Alsatia is like an en- 
chanted talking doll (especially when she 
wears plastic wigs). Cusack has the bearing 
of a little girl trying to act poised and seri- 
ous — which is to say that her wide-eyed 
amazement is right on the surface. The 
more skewed the movie gets, the more Cu- 
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sack seems at home. She could probably | 


make the ozone seem like a cozy place. O

Cliche on ice 


Branagh delivers a derivative Peter’s Friends

ears ago, a friend wrote me 
a one-sentence critique of a 
film he’d seen: “This is a 
movie you just know is go- 
ing to end with a freeze 
frame, and it does.” That’s the way I’d 


summarize Kenneth Branagh’s new Peter’s 
Friends. The opening scene shows us six 
young people in 1982 performing an_at- 
home New Year’s Eve cabaret for a table 
full of middle-aged dinner guests — some 
of them stone-faced, others looking 
pained. The movie is about the reunion 
that Peter (Stephen Fry) holds for his 
friends 10 years later, in the same house, 
which he inherited from his recently dead 
father. 

There’s considerably more distance 
of various kinds between the one-time 
comrades now, and their individual 
hang-ups have blossomed into full- 
scale neuroses. But the laugh-a-little/cry- 
a-little script (by Rita Rudner and Martin 
Bregman), a real Neil Simonizing job, 
leads us straight to that final moment 


when, all the sad and shocking truths 
revealed, the friends play an encore of 
that damn revue and end up, arms lov- 
ingly around each other, in a snap- 
shot. 

The problem with the movie isn’t just 
its “dramedic” tone and the familiar Big 
Chill structure, through which the founda- 
tions of collective friendship are probed 
with apparent cynicism, only to be re- 
affirmed in the finale. In Peter’s Friends, 
the exchanges have such an aura of the- 
atricality from the beginning that you 
don’t ever believe that these people — 
who are mostly rather annoying — have 
much feeling for each other. Rudner and 
Bergman can write one-liners, but they 
can’t do drama; when the characters break 
down and admit they’re alcoholic (An- 
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drew, played by Kenneth Branagh), 
bulemic (his wife Carol, played by Rud- 
ner), desperately lonely (Maggie, played 
by Emma Thompson), or blocked up by 
the guilt they feel over the loss of a child 
(Mary and Roger, played by Imelda 
Staunton and Hugh Laurie), they’re still 
spouting one-liners. The movie’s style is 
broad and bitchy, which might be fun if 
the filmmakers didn’t keep asking you to 
take the characters seriously. 

The actors slave to make their roles 
work, and, though I didn’t come away 
from the film with much more affection 
for most of the characters than I had at 
the outset, I did admire most of the per- 
formances. Stephen Fry’s Peter is the 
easiest to like by far, and tall, rubbery- 
faced Fry reads his lines with a mixture 
of fey tentativeness and grinning self- 
amusement, like a child fingering a 
strange toy and who’s delighted to discov- 
er that it squeaks. The sublime Emma 
Thompson wears floor-length, ’60s-ish 
skirts and shapeless sweaters. In her first 
(and best) scene, she has a tough time 
pulling herself away from her beloved 
cat, left with a sitter so she can attend Pe- 
ter’s party. Everything Thompson brings 
to the character fits our first impression 
— her Maggie has a homey, bohemian, 
cat-person charm. She also has the most 
embarrassing scene in the film, where she 
flashes Peter, who she’s decided is her ide- 
al mate, and implores him, “Fill me with 
your little babies!” The fact that you can 
still look at Thompson afterwards is a 
credit to both her talent and her survival 
instinct. 

Hugh Laurie and Imelda Staunton have 
dreadful, guilt-and-recrimination duets, 
but, reversing the pattern, they lighten up 
unexpectedly in mid-picture, get laid, 
and become quite entertaining, interrupt- 
ing an all-day bout of sexual passion to 
make up coffee jingles in their bed- 
room. Alphonsia Emmanuel, as commit- 
ment-fearing Sarah, isn’t much more 
than a gorgeous camera object; Tony Slat- 
tery, as her latest married fling, Brian, 
is enjoyably boorish until the script lays 
him up with a case of the weepy guilts 
over the way he’s treated his wife and 
child. Rita Rudner, as the spoiled TV star 
Andrew’s married to, looks like Andrea 
Martin, -but there, alas, the resemblance 
ends. 

Branagh himself does the dryest line 
readings and sharpest takes in the movie. 
At the climax, when Peter ,reveals his 
own secret, Andrew, who’s gone off the 
wagon, responds with the funniest crying 
jag I’ve seen in years: It saves: the scene 
from bathos, but you have to wonder what 
the hell Branagh, who is, after all, the 
director, thinks he’s doing undercutting 
the script. If he didn’t believe in it, why 
did he sign on? This display of drunken 
sentimentality breaks you up, but there’s 
something creepily egotistical about an ac- 
tor-director who’s willing to make his 
movie look bad so he’ll wind up looking 
good. Q 
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VAN GOGH 


If you didn’t know better, you might think 
the Brattle’s Eric Rohmer festival is con- 
tinuing through the end of the year. After 
all, in Maurice Pialat’s new film about the 
last days of van Gogh, Vincent no sooner 
arrives in Auvers-sur-Oise than his land- 
lord’s 13-year-old daughter, Adeline, 
starts making eyes at him. Before anything 
can come of that, however, glamorous 
Cathy, his favorite prostitute from Arles 
(presumably the one to whom he gave his 
ear), turns up to sing Carmen for him and 
tell him how much she enjoys his conver- 
sation. But even she has to make way for 
his doctor’s daughter, the innocent, rav- 
ishing 19-year-old Marguerite Gachet, 
with whom our hero is soon rolling in the 
cornfields (while the crows watch) and 
sampling the delights of Parisian bordellos. 
Now we know the real reason Vincent shot 
himself. Too much love. 

I don’t mean to steer you away from this 
film, which the Brattle has thoughtfully 
brought in to finish off its van Gogh mini-

and Robert Altman’s Vincent & Theo. It’s 
beautifully shot and enchantingly acted. 
But as a life of van Gogh, it’s a self-indul- 
gent disgrace. We have a good notion of

Theo almost every day. We know there was 
a single, one-day visit to Paris, most of it 
spent in dealers’ galleries, none of it spent 
carousing. We know that Dr. Gachet had 
to persuade his daughter to pose for Vin- 
cent. Indeed, we have no record of Vin- 
cent’s having had any intimate relationship 
with a woman that he didn’t pay for. 

In Pialat’s film, however, Marguerite is a 
sulky siren right out of La collectionneuse 
or Claire’s Knee, who romps openly with 
Vincent while her parents fume. (In real 
life, she lived in her father’s house until her 
death, in 1949.) And Vincent is a cynical, 
worldly hipster who uses crude language 
and does obscene imitations of Toulouse- 
Lautrec. All this makes Vincente Minnelli’s 
1956 Lust for Life, with Kirk Douglas as 
van Gogh and Anthony Quinn as Gauguin, 
look like the essence of authenticity — and 
in truth it’s still my favorite van Gogh 
movie (though if you missed Paul Cox’s 
film, it’s well worth renting). Maybe next 
year the Brattle will put that one in our 
Christmas stocking. At the Brattle.

TOUS LES MATINS DU MONDE 


This year’s entry in the Gérard Depardieu 
holiday costume drama sweepstakes is the 
above-average Tous les matins du monde. 
The story of the eccentric, tormented 
17th-century master musician Sainte 
Colombe and his successful but self- 
loathing pupil Marin Marais, Matins could 
have been an Amadeus rehash, with its de- 
piction of daring genius going unrewarded 
while safe mediocrity prospers, and of the 


-horrer of a second-rate talent when -he 


recognizes his own baseness in the face of 
the first-rate. But the movie focuses less 
on the Salieri figure than on the more in- 
teresting Mozart precursor. Spare, austere 
direction by Alain Corneau and a haunt- 
ing, melancholy score of Sainte Colombe 
and Marais’s compositions for viola da 
gamba (the cello-like instrument on which 
Sainte Colombe was an innovator) keep 
the film from straying from its emotional 
core, the composer’s ineffable and unend- 











ing grief over his wife’s death. 

Marais (Depardieu), the pupil-turned- 
court-musician, narrates his master’s story 
in flashback. Despite offers to play at 
court, Sainte Colombe (his first name has 
been lost to history) chooses seclusion in a 
shack in his yard, practicing and compos- 
ing airs with titles like “Tomb of Sorrows” 
that he refuses to publish. He reluctantly 
takes on the eager young Marais (played 
by Depardieu’s son, Guillaume), but 

- though Marais learns technique 
that secures him a royal sine- 
cure, he fails to learn soul. The 
grown Marais spends much of 
his life trying to make amends 
for his callow cruelty to Sainte 
Colombe and his elder daugh- 
ter (Anne Brochet), trying to 
learn the master’s lessons and 
bring his unheard works to 
light. 

The performances are fine, 
particularly Jean-Pierre Mari- 
elle’s intense, moody Sainte 
Colombe and the reckless 
Marais of Depardieu fils (which 
apparently has a real-life coun- 
terpart, judging by his heroin- 
smuggling bust last week). In- 
dispensable, though, are Jordi 
Savall’s renditions of the mu- 
sic, which provides eloquent 
testimony both to the charac- 
ters’ otherwise inexpressible 
feelings and to their different

Leading lieder 
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Great baritone Sanford Sylvan 
makes his Celebrity Series debut

he declining art of the art 

song is not declining in Bos- 

ton. Not lately, anyway. Em- 

manuel Music, which has al- 

ready offered complete 
Schumann and Debussy cycles, has just 
begun a three-year, 24-concert Brahms 
project: his complete vocal, piano, and 
chamber works. 

The first program featured mezzo-so- 
prano Lorraine Hunt, now an international 
early-music superstar but still loyal to the 
group where not so long ago she was play- 
ing viola in the Emmanuel Orchestra. With 
maestro Craig Smith her elegant and sym- 
pathetic collaborator at the piano, she sang 
Brahms’s Opus 57, Eight Songs on Poems 
by Daumer — unusually sexy and exotic 
songs for Brahms (most of the texts trans- 
lated from the Persian), songs that you’d 
hear only separately if at all. Hunt was in 
luscious voice, and she gave these hushed, 
tender, yearning, passionate, mysterious 
songs everything imagination, taste, and a 
voice that can do almost anything could 
provide. (The next concert is January 24.) 

Another profoundly expressive artist 
with a devotion to lieder is contralto Jane 


Struss, who’s admired especially for her 
Mahler (check out her Mahler Third Sym- 
phony with Benjamin Zander and the Bos- 
ton Philharmonic on January 17). Her 
Longy Faculty Artist recital with the im- 
pressively gifted Russian-born pianist Lud- 
milla Lifson was a Russian program: songs 
by Rachmaninov, Prokofiev (Five Poems of 
Anna Akhmatova — surely among the best 
love poems ever set to music), and ecstat- 
ic/melancholy (sometimes both at once) 
Tchaikovsky. Struss is one of music’s best 
“readers” of poetry, and she injected and 
inflected all the Russian poems, which she 
sang in Russian, with deep poignance and 
full-blown, uninhibited passion. 

Baritone Sanford Sylvan virtually grew 
up in Boston — musically, that is. He has 
sung with all the major groups and has 
played leading roles in many of the Peter 
Sellars productions (including the title 
character in John Adams’s The Death of 
Klinghoffer); now he’s making records and 
appearing on TV. He was just back for his 
Bank of Boston Celebrity Series debut, 
with his longtime accompanist David Bre- 
itman and his Klinghoffer/Nixon in China 
colleague San Francisco mezzo-soprano 
Stephanie Friedman. They performed a 
choice, though skimpy, selection from one 
of the central works of the German song 
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repertoire: 22 of the 44 short songs of 
Hugo Wolf's Spanisches Liederbuch. 

This was one of Wolf’s most ambitious 
— but perhaps least unified — projects, a 
collection that mingles erotic, philosophi- 
cal, and religious poems, many of them 
folk poems translated from the Spanish. 
One of the religious poems, Mary’s lullaby 
to the infant Jesus, is probably more fa- 
mous as one of Brahms’s two songs for 
alto and viola. In each half of the program, 
a set of three religious songs (sung by

For Sylvan, Friedman, and Breitman this 
was easy. What intelligent and sensitive 
performers they are! Friedman has an ap- 
pealingly warm and flexible voice, one some 
might call merely serviceable, but certainly 
always at the service of the text. She was 
able to capture nuances and ironies in this 
most nuanced and ironic of songwriters. 
Sylvan, however, has a great voice, in- 
stantly identifiable and staggering in its 
richness and variety of timbre. It sends you 
back to the great lieder singers of the past

Friedman in the first half, Sylvan in the 
second) interrupted the secular songs (in 
which they alternated, standing intimately 
close together) — a way of lending struc- 
ture, if not unity itself, to the concert. 

Although Wolf songs like the comic/ 
erotic “In dem Schatten meiner Locken” 
(“In the Shadow of My Hair”), the more 
serious “Komm, o Tod,” and the sublime 
“Nun wandre, Maria” (Joseph’s words to 
Mary as they approach Bethlehem) turn 
up frequently in recitals, he’ll probably 
never have the most popular appeal. His 
songs are almost more recitative than aria, 
often very chromatic (he was greatly influ- 
enced by Wagner), with the most subtle of 
word settings in both the vocal and piano 
parts. To love Wolf, you must love poetry. 
Words are as important as music; singers 
and audience alike must be willing to work 
at the interconnections. 


for the most apt comparisons. His artistry 
is so thoroughly integrated with his voice 
that he never has to strive for effect; in even 
the most tortured song there’s a natural- 
ness to his singing. Everything gets interi- 
orized. His rapt concern for Mary in “Nun 
wandre, Maria” was chilling in its simplicity 
— the kind of simplicity that only the high- 
est art can achieve. I'll never forget it. 
Emmanuel’s small auditorium was jam- 
packed for the Brahms concert, which also 
included piano and chamber works. The 
other concerts, at larger halls, had enthusi- | 
astic but not capacity turnouts.

***1/2 Steve Coleman and 
Five Elements, DROP KICK 
(RCA/Novus). Alto saxophonist/ 
composer Coleman has become 
one of jazz's premier conceptualiz- 
ers (see our “Year in Jazz” fea- 


| ture). He began 1992 with the 


trad-sounding Rhythm in Mind, he 
ends with his funk-jazz band Five 
Elements. 

But this is no pop compromise. 
Over Smitty Smith's deep-funk 
drumbeats and Reggie Washing- 
ton’s electric bass, Coleman laces 
extended lines with dual saxo- 
phones (Lance Bryant is on tenor, 
Greg Osby on second alto) or 
exotic clarinet (Don Byron). 
Keyboards (acoustic or synth-elec- 
tric) and guitar move from deep 
background timekeeping to spiky 
foreground solos. When the uni- 
son horns answer the soloist with 
a unifying, nudging riff, you know 
what Basie '36 has to do with 
Brooklyn ‘92. 

And on the sublime “The 
Journeyman,” with Cassandra 
Wilson humming wordless vocals 
over a minimalist backdrop of pop- 
ping congas and light horn riffs, 
you could be hearing the sound of 
the street, or of ancient Africa. 
With its rich, varied textures, 
clever segues, and the mutually 
supporting mix of writing and 
improvising, the disc has hardly 
one disagreeable sound.

*** Billy Cobham, SPECTRUM 
(Atlantic). In October 1973, Billy 
Cobham had just vacated the 
drummer's chair in the Mahavish- 


| nu Orchestra. Having already 
| made his name with the experi- 
| mental pop/jazz band Dreams and 
| Miles Davis, he was now a jazz 
| superstar, thanks to his power- 
| house work with John McLaughlin. 


Cobham’'s first album as a lead- 
er, Spectrum, is proof positive of 


| his high spirits at the time, and it 
| remains one of his finest record- 


ings. Although Cobham's compo- 


| sitions lack some of McLaughlin's 


urgency and edge, they're a lot 
funkier than Mahavishnu. Fellow 
Orchestra member Jan Hammer 
contributes unreal keyboard parts, 
including a minute of now-dated 
but still-cool analogue synth 
bleeps called “Snoopy's Search.” 
The late guitarist Tommy Bolin 
(who was soon to join Deep 
Purple) is on fire throughout, 
crossing swords with Hammer on 
such timeless ravers as “Taurian 
Matador” and “Quadrant 4.” And 
the rhythm-section repartee 


| between Cobham and Ron Carter 


on “Le Lis” is exquisite. Finally 
available on CD, Spectrum proves 


| once again that adventurousness 


and accessibility are not mutually 
exclusive.

**1/2 Earth Wind & Fire, THE 
ETERNAL DANCE (Columbia). 
The liner notes of this three-CD 
box make a case for EWF leader 
Maurice White as a funk innovator 


| on a par with Sly Stone and 


George Clinton; but EWF's great- 
est hits sound a bit more dated. if 
White had a soul for funk, he also 


| had an ear for schlock: compare 


the fiery jazz of 1972's “Power” to 
the cosmic fuzak of 1975's “Sun 
Goddess.” MOR ballads like “After 
the Love Is Gone” may be guilty 
pleasures, but funky they ain't. 
And though the grooves of 
“Shining Star,” “Sing a Song,” and 
“Fantasy” are still hard to resist, 
the lyrics bring too many memo- 
ries of mood rings and mirror balls. 
The real discoveries are the 
rougher, streetwise material from 
their early days and the experi- 
ments from their later years. 
“Magnetic,” from the flop album 
Electric Universe, is a terrific 
Prince homage. Although their 
1987 reunion is played down here, 
the hip-hop-influenced tracks from 
this period bode well for the 
band's future. A new album is due 
next year; | hope that EWF's new 
material can be as pure ‘90s as 

this is pure ‘70s.

**1/2 John Lee Hooker, THE 
CREAM (Tomato). This crusty 
bluesman is a master at express- 
ing pain in smoldering, slow 
grooves, which he does com- 
mandingly for roughly half this live, 
12-track club set from September 
1977. Despite a lackluster backing 
band, Hooker's vocals and idio- 
syncratic note-thumping guitar are 
in top form — which is to say raw 
and elemental. The uptempo num- 
bers suffer largely because of his 
accompanists. The best thing here 
is a thorough reworking of 
“Tupelo,” turned for the night into a 
eulogy for the then recently 
deceased Elvis Presley.

**1/2 Yo Yo, BLACK PEARL 
(EastWest/Atlantic). Yo Yo 
proves that it's genuine talent, not 
ice Cube's endorsement, that real- 
ly cuts it. The first single, “Home- 
girl Don't Play Dat,” is a clear fol- 
low-up to last year’s “Can't Play 
with My Yo Yo,” with ice Cube 
doing another cameo. 

This time out, she's got some 
harder, Isaac Hayes funk to go 
with her straight-up, LA homegirl 
“Taking no shorts” attitude. Yo Yo 
addresses the black woman's 
beauty (“Black Pearl") and 
strength (“Cleopatra”); but she's at 
her best when she's telling the sis- 
ters how it is: “How many times 
must | say it to make ‘em under- 
stand/Havin’ a baby won't keep a 
man” (“You Should Have 
Listened”). “| Can't Take No More” 
— about a battered woman's 
attempt to understand and then 
end her abuse — may be the best 
track. “See in 6 months I'll have 
his baby/We already went baby- 
shopping crazy/The only thing that 
| hates is when he hits me in my 
face/‘Cause | don't watch what | 
Say.” 

Ballads like “Will You Be Mine” 
and “So Funky” don't come off, 
mainly because Yo Yo's abrasive, 
sometimes shrill rap-vocal style 
doesn't lend itself to quiet, sensual 
intimacy. But she does earn points 
for not trying to sing.

* 1/2 Monks of Doom, FORG- 
ERY (1.R.S.). What do you get 
when you cross the remaining for- 
mer members of Camper Van 
Beethoven with a self-indulgent 
wallow in world music? You get 
Forgery, a record that shows 
some glimmers of interest but flat- 
tens itself into mostly bland, lyri- 


cally weak tracks. 

The Monks try to prove their 
good taste by dedicating “Tan- 
guedia” to the late, great Astor 
Piazzolla. It's an airy number that 
counts out the tango in sharp 
measures. Between Chris Peder- 
sen (drums) and Victor Krummen- 
macher (bass), the rhythm is 
nailed down tight. Unfortunately, 
the reggae backbeat of the guitar 
detracts from the Latin tensions 
Piazzolla carefully worked into the 
piece. It's a glib mutilation of a 
music that's deeply rooted in pas- 
sion. To add insult to injury, the 
Monks reprise this song with a 
metallic guitar solo coming in on 
the heels of lute-like guitar picking. 
And that’s the album in a nutshell: 
technically adept musicianship, 
silly ideas.

**1/2 Too Much Joy, MUTINY 
(Giant/Warner Bros.) With 
Mutiny, Too Much Joy charge fear- 
lessly into the realm of pretty pop 
armed with high-caliber guitars 
and plenty of attitude, and they 
come out the other side with a 
string of energetic gems that are 
groovy, tuneful and threaded with 
impish humor. 

“Donna Everywhere” is a jubi- 
lant, rockin’ send-up of the “Ode to 
a Rock Babe” genre: “Those lips, 
those eyes/That tattoo on her 
thigh/White teeth, red hair/She 
hated underwear . . .” But parody 
isn't their only game. They also 
hone their wit into a barbed ditty 
called “Sin Tax” (addressing taxes 
on liquor and cigarettes) and 
stretch it out into the glumly 
tongue-in-cheek “In Perpetuity,” 
which drapes a serious, sweet 
love song over the awkwardness 
of the title phrase. And frontman 
Tim Quirk is a deft storyteller who 
can mold his voice to meet the 
needs of every tale he tells, 
whether with soft pop appeal or 
great glottal eruptions.

***1/2 The Mighty Lemon 
Drops, RICOCHET (Sire). The 
Lemon Drops rebound from last 
year's disappointing Sound with 
one of the strongest efforts in their 





seven-year history. They've dis- 
carded a lot of the studio wizardry 
that they relied on in the past and 
recorded a stripped-down, hard- 
edged disc that comes close to 
capturing the energy they gener- 
ate in performance, all the while 
retaining their catchy pop hooks. 
Most of the tracks resemble the 
starkness of the band’s debut 
rather than the softer sound of 
their 1989 single “Where Do We 
Go from Heaven.” Screeching gui- 
tars and swirling keyboards are 
commonplace on “Reach Out” and 
“More”; the frantic “Blues Inside” is 
closer to early Jesus and Mary 
Chain. Bassist Marcus Williams 
continues to pace each song with 
a solid beat with guitarist David 
Newton and singer Paul Marsh 
alternating in the foreground, 
especially on the finale, “Hallowed 
Ground,” a slow, building number 
that escalates right up to its final, 
screeching halt.

*x Stephanie Mills, SOME- 
THING REAL (MCA). Mills has a 
diva's voice, swirly and glamorous 
and fierce. So how come she 
doesn't get diva production? 
Where are the house-music beats, 
the racy melodies, the sonic-heat- 
wave distortion, the effects and 
movements that would allow her to 
pad her soprano shoulders to the 
sky, glide her melismatic lips, and 
point her tiny grace notes like 
tapered heels? 

Mills really should try on the | 
role; I'm waiting for a skillful diva | 
portraitist like Frankie Knuckles or | 
Black Box's Theo Spagna to draw | 
her out. Until that happens, I'll | 
remain enticed by her tensed-up 
pleading (“Never Gonna Give You | 
Up"), impressed by her patient 
pirouettes (“| Just Want,” “Never 
Do You Wrong"), and tickled by 
her puffs of pop-jazz joy (“All Day, 
All Night"). Impressed, yes, but 
emotionally and physically drained 
not at all. Am | wrong to expect 
from Mills the kind of all-out rhyth- 
mic surge she hasn't let loose 
since 1974's “Ease On Down the 
Road” (from The Wiz) and 1979's 
“Put Your Body into it"?

Telling van Gogh’s Story, 


The Revised Version 
by Vincent Canby 
(The New York Times, Friday, October 30, 1992) 


After Maurice Pialat’s "Van Gogh" was shown at the 
Cannes International Film Festival in 1991, some members of 
the audience emerged feeling vaguely cheated and disoriented. 
"What happened to his ear?" one woman asked her friend. She 
might have more properly wondered, "What didn’t happen to 
his ear?" All sensational reports to the contrary, Vincent van 
Gogh did not cut his ear entirely off. He took some nasty 
swipes at it. 

As if to wipe away the myths, Mr. Pialat, the French 
director who was himself a painter for a number of years, has 
made "Van Gogh"... Forget all of the hysterical melodrama of 
"Lust for Life." This "Van Gogh" is an almost serene 
consideration of the remarkably productive final two months of 
the artist’s life, ending on the day of his death, July 29, 1890, 
two days after he pow tw a self-inflicted gunshot wound. 

In Mr. Pialat’s revisionist’s view, van Gogh couldn’t 
possibly have turned out paintings of such consistent vigor, and 
at such a pace, if he had been the depressed lunatic he is most 
often supposed to have been. His film’s Vincent, played with 
seriousness but without solemnity by Jacques Dutronc, is a man 
who works very hard, and who no longer has the time or the 
constitution for out-of-control debauchery. He is plagued by 
headaches and by fears of the return of the bouts of madness 
that earlier sent him into the asylum. Yet he is not a madman. 

"Van Gogh" is almost anti-dramatic. The film opens with 
Vincent’s arrival at Auvers-sur-Oise, a picturesque village north 
of Paris that has been a favorite with painters for some time. 
His contact there is Dr. Gachet (Gerard Sety) a wonderfully 
eccentric medical man who admires painters and, as a result, 
already has a house stuffed with the work of Cezanne, Pisarro 
and Renoir, among others. 

Dr. Gachet has promised Vincent’s brother Theo, 
(Bernard Le and Theo’s wife, Jo (Corinne Bourdon), to 
look after him. For a time, Vincent and the doctor are fast 
friends. Gachet understands Vincent’s work and sees him as 
taking painting in an entirely new direction. Vincent does 
portraits of the doctor and one of his daughter, Marguerite

Mr. Pialat mostly avoids this sort of "See It Now" approach 
to art history in the making, but no movie about a great painter 
can avoid it completely. When Vincent returns from a long 
day in the field, there are bound to be questions about what he 
has under his arm. Could it be "The Plain of Auvers"? Or 
maybe "The Plain of Auvers Under a Stormy Sky"? At one 
point toward the end, Marguerite follows Vincent to Paris 
where she, Vincent and Theo wind up having a very sporting 
night on the town, a sequence in which Toulouse-Lautrec 


shows up and Mr. Pialat presents a few discreet quotes from 
the work of other painters of the day

WHEN TO GET THERE 


Some performance sites have limited 
seating. First Night organizers suggest 
arriving 15 minutes early for any event. 
For unobstructed views of prime-time 
events, a 30-minute head start should 
assure you a good seat. 


HOW TO GET AROUND 


Remember how we exhorted you to take 
the T? Well, forget that. What we mean 
is, take the T into town, but once you’re 
there, get around by foot, especially dur- 
ing the evening’s peak hours. Don’t wor- 
ry, it'll be great, you’ll avoid the crowds, 
burn off some of your holiday indul- 
gence pounds, and get to see the city at 
night. Just use a First Night map, such 
as the one provided in this guide, or 
make use of the walking Distance Loca- 
tors at the intersections of State and 
Congress, Franklin and Congress, and 
School and Washington Streets, and on 
Boylston in front of the Prudential. 


HOW 10 GET A CAB HOME 


Volumes could be written on the sub- 
ject. We suggest the practice of Zen- 
hailing, convincing yourself that you and 
the cab you’re looking for are one. 
Those not spiritually inclined can sub- 
stitute unbridled aggression and a willing- 
ness to take what is not rightfully theirs. 
As for calling a cab, early in 1993 it may 
be futile, but later in the morning you'll 
probably be able to reach Andrew Cab 
(268-4548), Boston Cab (536-5010), 
Checker Taxi (536-7000), Independent

(734-5000), or Town Taxi (536-5000). 


WHERE 10 EAT 


How about packing sandwiches to avoid 
all the fuss? If that’s not your idea of 
high dining, head outbound on Comm 
Ave to Kenmore Square, or across/un- 
der the Central Artery to the North End 
and check out one of the many fine 
eateries in these areas. This way you'll 
be much more likely to get nourishment 
into your system before 1993. If you 
must stay in crowded downtown, you 
can do the street-vendor thing and also 
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pick up a free Crystal Pepsi at the pro- 
mo give-away in front of the Hynes 
Convention Center from 3 to 11 p.m. 
Those looking for some peace and quiet 
and perhaps a drink can pop into one of 
the nearby, ultra-plush hotels. (Just 
imagine the stir your First Night mask 
and headdress will make.)

WHERE T0 WATCH 
THE FIREWORKS 


If you’re still around, interested, con- 
scious, and not frozen by midnight you 
should first congratulate yourself 
(you’re ahead of most people) and then 
find a good spot to tilt your head back 
and enjoy the magnificent display. 

Don’t wait until the appointed hour to 
get to Government Center or Water- 
front Park; we highly recommend stak- 
ing out your territory at 11 p.m. 

For something a little different, off the 
beaten path, and generally je ne sais quoi, 
park your peepers at Bunker Hill (near the 
Orange Line’s Community College Stop), 
Orient Hill (at the Blue Line’s Orient 
Heights stop), or the East Boston water- 
front (at the Blue Line’s Maverick stop).

We know, we know, trivia is totally ’80s, 
but here are some fun First Night facts 
to tell friends when there’s a lull in the 
action (like when you’re waiting for a 
Punk tuba-dance recital to commence): 
1) Seventy-one American and 17 
Canadian cities will hold First Night cele- 
brations this year. 2) The first First Night 
took place in Boston in 1975 and was at- 
tended by 60,000 people; today, over a 
half-million attend. 3) Out of 350 per- 
former applications, 173 were accepted. 
4) The Hynes Convention Center is the 
largest indoor site for a First Night per- 
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formance, with a seating capacity of 
17,820. 5) 167,500 pounds or 83 tons of 
ice are needed throughout the festival for 
the ice sculptures. 6) The “Trash Tem- 
ple” installation at City Hall Plaza uses 
730 newspapers, equivalent to two per 
day for one year; 375 one-gallon water 
jugs, or the average amount of water a 
family of four uses in one week in the 
bathroom alone; and 2150 galvanized- 
metal trash cans, the annual amount of 
disposal by a family of four.

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MASTER IBRAHIMA 
CAMARA 

For six years the Senegalese 
master drummer Ibrahima Camara 
has been pleasing Boston audi- 
ences with an 11-plece vocal, in- 
strumental, and dance ensemble 
that combines African, Caribbean, 
and American influences. The de 
scription most often applied to the 
group is “World Beat,” but it’s a 
term that both amuses and perpiex- 
es Camara. “Yes, you could call us 
that because it captures the fact 
that we are a percussion-based 
group. But really we play what |! 
know as African pop music, which 
includes all the othcz influences.” 

Whatever you call it, there is no 
denying the mesmerizing effect of 
the band’s rhythms. Camara came 
to this country 20 years ago and 
subsequently played on a Stevie 
Wonder record, The Second Life of 
Plants. That’s when his sound was 
born: “After that album I just started 
to put American and Caribbean to- 
gether and it went from there.” 

Camara is very proud of the fact 
that he is the first Senegalese mas- 
ter drummer to settle and play in 





Boston. But he says his primary role 
is that of a teacher: “I come from a 
family of teachers and my last name 
means t her. I t h drums and 
dance, but | think my music Is also 
a way of teaching. It combines so 
many different things that it brings 
people together. My music creates 
harmony which is very needed in 
the world today.”

Last year, “One Land: The Spirit 
Alive,” a tribute in dance to Ameri- 
ca’s diverse heritage, filled the 
4000-seat Wang Center. “it was a 
great, populist experience,” says 
Grey Cattell Johnson, artistic direc- 
tor and one of the show’s creators. 
“It brought people into a glorious 
theater they might never have seen 
if they had to pay $50.” 

This year, Johnson and artistic 
coordinators Naheem Allah and 
Thalia McMillion continue the tradi- 
tion by presenting excerpts from 
three authentic ethnic celebrations: 
the Caribbean American Carnival, 
the Chinese August Moon Festival,

and the Irish Wren Festival. “The 
idea came from the fact that there 
are all these wondertul, colorful cel- 
ebrations going on in this city and 
yet most people have never heard of 
or seen them.” 

Some of what you'll see during 
the evening includes participants in 
the Irish Wren Festival symbolically 
marching door-to-door in search of 
funds for drink, elaborate Caribbean 
dance and song competitions, and 
an impressive Chinese dragon more 
than 100 feet long. The separate 
festivals will be united by a script- 
ed, musical sub-plot utilizing 
dancers from the Urban Core.

Alicia Quintano is a poignantly 
funny teller of adult tales about 
food, sex, (failed) relationships, fam- 
lly, and even good old Catholic guilt.

Quintano’s stories are al! whimsi- 
cal, true-to-life portraits of ro- 
mances gone awry, childhood 
friendships that shouldn’t have 
been, or just the small, silly acts we 


all commit in daily life. The stories, 
which run from five to 25 minutes, 
are told in the first person and are 
autobiographical. “it’s sort of the 
wiser, smarter me of today talking 
about the me that made all the mis- 
takes In the past,” she says. 

Quintano admits that although her 
tales are not “tall” per se, some do 
contain imaginative embellishments: 
“Some of the details are just what ! 
think happened. But | believe there 
Is truth in everything we remember.” 
To Illustrate this, Quintano tells a 
yarn about inventing the missing 
facts around a memory of receiving 
a Christmas gift. “When my mother 
heard me perform the piece, she 
was really surprised,” she says. “It 
turned out I had subconsciously re- 
membered the episode exactly. It 
was a very touching moment. It took 
us back to that time and brought us 
closer together.” 

Funny how a good story can do 
that.

FLOCK THEATER 

For Flock Theater, performing means 
putting on original musical works fea- 
turing elaborate, life-size puppets and 
masks they painstakingly create them- 
selves. The group, a fluctuating entity 
with three core members — Derron 
Wood, John Cresson Ii, and Melinda 
Polk — flocked together two years ago 
after graduating from college. “Jobs In 
the arts are hard to come by,” says 
Polk, “so we formed our own group. 
Since we had no money, street theater 
was the natural choice. A lot of our 
props are made of stuff that’s been 
thrown away, stuff no one else wants.” 

Although the group continues to per- 
form (and recycle) street-side, they 
have increasingly been making their 
way indoors, appearing at Mobius and 
the Arlington Center for the Arts, 
among other places. For First Night, 20 
members of Flock Theater will come in- 








side to put on Home Street Home or 
Notes from the Elevator Shaft, a mov- 
ing work based on the journal of a Cam- 
bridge homeless man named Jay Banks 
who befriended the group. 

The play utilizes Banks’s observa- 
tions on everything from the patrons at 
Au Bon Pain in Harvard Square to the 
glove sculptures at the Porter Square T 
Station. It also traces the plight of a 
middle-class family that faiis into home- 
lessness. Says Polk: “There’s a strong 
message in it for people, that basically 
anyone could become homeless.”
